Pasig drug bust also netted baby, pregnant girl, 12

А FOUR-MONTH OLD BABY. A 12- 
year old pregnant girl. Teenagers 
grown street-wise to the illicit drug 
trade. 

They were among the 59 minors 
caught with 260 adults during a police 
raid of a compound of about 40 shanties 
serving as "one-stop shop shabu restau- 
rants” in Barangay Sto. Tomas in Pasig 


City Friday. 

As of 5 p.m. yesterday, 210 urine sam- 
ples had been taken from 319 suspects. A 
total of 70 samples have been processed, 

ielding various results—some were pos- 
itive for shabu, marijuana, or both, while 
some were negative, 

The “shabu resto" within that 600 sq. 
m. compound was located just half a 
kilometer away from the Pasig City Hall 
and the Eastern Police District headquar- 


ters. Here, drug users freely ordered 
grams of shabu, rented paraphernalia 
and used stalls for their drug sessions. 

The infant was brought by a mother 
into one of the stalls where she was ar- 
rested, according to the head of the 
Philippine National Police task force that 
led the raid. 

"The mother was caught in possession 
of shabu. We turned over the baby to the 
DSWD-Pasig City (Department of Social

BUOYED BY THE SPECTACULAR 
climb of the peso and a "thumbs 
up” for her fiscal-reform program 
from a leading international 
credit-rating agency, President 
Macapagal-Arroyo ^ yesterday 
boldly predicted that the peso 
would soon pierce the 50-to-the- 
dollar mark.

“The peso jumped to its highest in 
three-and-a-half years at 5148 to 
the dollar last Friday as investors re- 
acted positively to the S&P upgrade, 
apparently brushing aside rival 
Moody's Investor Services decision 
to maintain its "negative" outlook 
оп the Philippines despite the 
much-diminished political noise 
and the implementation of the ех- 
panded value-added tax. 

The last time the peso traded 
below 50 was on May 30, 2002, 
when it registered 49.915 to the 
dollar. 

The President made her bold 
prediction after Philippine Cham- 
ber of Commerce and Industry 
president Donald Dee, who was 
sitting on the panel, asked her for

"We [the business community] 
are happy although exporters are 
getting hit by the peso apprecia- 
tion.

"Why am I being blamed for the cancella- 
tion? This (confrontation) was a trivial matter 
that was blown out of proportion,” Farifias told 
the Inquirer in a phone interview. 

"The former three-term Laoag mayor de- 
nied berating or threatening to pull а gun on a 
PAL customer relations officer (CRO) while 
he was at the Laoag International Airport on 
Feb. 3 to see off his wife, Asuncion, and her 
secretary who were bound for Manila. 

Tarifas said he would ask for a meeting with 
PAL officials on Monday tose the record straight. 

Because of the incident, other PAL employees 
reportedly refused to work at the Laoag airport, 
causing the airline to issue a statement that it 
would suspend flights to and from Laoag "due to 
Jack of staf willing to serve" at the airport. 

“PAL should explain the real reason for its 
pullout. It should not lay the blame on me, in- 
Stead, it must address its chaotic handling of the 
passengers’ seat reservations," Farifias said. 

Recounting his version of the incident, Fari- 
fias said his wife and her secretary were wait- 
ing at the pre-departure area when they were 

told that they could not get on the flight as 
their boarding passes bore different names. 

"The CRO (a man, according to Farifias, and 
mota woman as the report said) advised Mrs.

"АЦ. repeat, ALL—the financials 
have come from ABS-CBN, the net- 
work,” she said. 


Special fund 

Lopez said that while ABS-CBN had 
“not solicited any kind of material help” 
for the victims, it had accepted dona: 
tions and put these in “a special fund 
dedicated for this purpose.” 

"My employees and that of the net- 
work, even my brother Gabby (ABS- 
CBN chair and CEO), and the execu- 
tives themselves have personally gone 
out and attended to the victims,” she 
said, adding: 

“We are committed to our role in this 
situation.

‘Lopez also said Bantay Bata was “un- 
dertaking an intense anti-malnutrition 
program in Metro Manila and in the 12 
depressed areas of the country.” 

She said they would increase services 
in the Children's Village, and launch 
chapters in Bicol and Zamboanga. 


No accusation 

Michael Defensor, President Macapa- 
gal-Arroyo's chief of staff, clarified that 
he was not pointing an accusing finger. 
at ABS-CBN when he agreed with the 
point raised by the INqumem that it 
would not be proper for the network to 
use Bantay Bata funds for the stampede 
victims. 

He said a Bantay Bata official had 
told him “she would have answered in 
the same way" 

“Bantay Bata is really for the support 
of child victims of violence and hunger," 
Defensor said. “There are different 
donors—individual or corporate—that 
support Bantay Bata, but it is not for 
them to compensate the victims be- 
cause that is really [the role of] ABS- 
CBN.” 

Defensor said he had previously com- 
mended the ABS-CBN management for 
taking responsibility for the tragedy. He 
also said he was well aware that Bantay 
Bata was “only being used for social 
work to help the victims injured and af- 
fected by the stampede.” 

Earlier, an official of a major corpora- 
tion, who requested anonymity, told the 
Ingumer that it had issued a check for 
the stampede victims in the name of 
Bantay Bata. 


‘We are coping’ 

‘Tina Monzon-Palma, program direc- 
tor of Bantay Bata, told the Kapihan sa 
Sulo news forum that ABS-CBN execu- 
tives had been emotionally affected by 
the crisis brought about by the stam- 
pede but were managing to think clear- 
ly to deal with the many issues facing 
the corporation. 

“We are coping,” Palma said when 
asked how ABS-CBN was doing after 
the tragedy and the flak that followed. 
“Tve not seen a team of people who may 
get emotional at times [yet still) think 
very clearly on what our priorities are 
as a business organization and a media 
organization.” 


"Some people were even ig- 
noring the dead and still trying 
to enter the arena. It was such an 


The Volunteers Against Crime 
and Corruption urged the NBI to 
look into the possibility that 
some of those who perished 
might have been electrocuted 
before being trampled to death.

Neil Katubig, one of the sur- 
vivors presented by the anti- 
crime group to the media yester- 
day afternoon, said he saw an or- 
‘ange wire spark near the gate on 
Capt. Henry Javier Street on Feb.

ОМ HIS RADIO PROGRAM “Hustisya 
Para sa Lahat (Justice for АШ)" on ra- 
dio dwIZ, Justice Secretary Raul Gon- 
zalez decried alleged efforts by ABS- 
СВМ to influence public opinion as 
well as the outcome of the investiga- 
tion on the stampede that killed more 
than 70 people and injured hundreds 
of others. 

“You'll notice now the trend of what 
ABS-CBN is doing: They are injecting 
things which would tend to mitigate 


their responsibility” he said, adding: 

“The tendency now is to look for 
somebody to blame [other than} 
those on their side. 

“Every day in their news program, 
they interview somebody who speaks 
in their favor.” ae 

Gonzalez said the ‘network had 
been harping on the fact that the Pasig 
police and local govertinient should 
have helped in crowd cóntrol even 
without formal meetings with the 
show organizers. 

He acknowledged that the police

could have provided help on their 
own: "That is true. The police have an 
obligation to help in times of trouble 
without being asked to do so.” 

Gonzalez also said he had or- 
dered an investigation of certain 
police officials who allegedly 
stopped National Bureau of Investi- 
gation agents from conducting an 
autopsy on some of those killed in 
the stampede. 

“I don't know what's wrong there. 
Why would one agency try to prevent 
the NBI from doing its work?” he said. 


Palma would not directly address the 
issue of whether the other media firms, 
including its competitornetwork, 
GMA-7, had been fair in the treatment 
of their reports on the stampede and 
the circumstances surrounding it. 

She said it was up to the public to 
draw its own conclusions on what was 
fair media coverage under the circum- 
stances. 

But as far as the network was con- 
cerned, she said: “We are struggling. 
We are doing our best." 

Palma reiterated that Bantay Bata 
funds were not used to pay for the vic- 
tims’ needs. 

"The funds we have been using in as- 
sisting the stampede victims come from 
the ABS-CBN network,” she said. 

She added that “in due time,” the 
network would present data providing 
details on how expenditures for the vic- 
tims were sourced and spent. 


‘Very useful’ 

Assistant Chief State Prosecutor 
Richard Fadullon told the same news 
forum that while the investigation re- 
port submitted by Task Force Ultra on 
the stampede was incomplete, it may 
still serve а purpose in the victims 
search for justice. 

“I think it would be unfair to say that 
what the task force and [Interior] Un- 
dersecretary (Marius) Corpus had done 
was useless,” Fadullon said. 


“The facts that they had gathered, 
the statements that they had taken, 
the interviews that they had made 
‘would be very useful as leads for the 
conduct of a more exhaustive investi- 
gation. In that sense, I will categori- 
cally say that it was not useless,” he 
added. 

Justice Secretary Raul Gonzalez had 
earlier said the report submitted last 
week by the fact-finding team led by 
Corpus was insufficient. 

In its report, the fact-finding team 
blamed the ABS-CBN organizers for 
their failure to ensure the safety and 
welfare of the estimated 30,000 people 
who showed up as early as three days 
before the airing of the first anniversary 
special of the daily game show 
“Wowowee.” 

With only 72 hours to work with, the 
inter-agency task force came up with a 
narrative of how the stampede oc- 
curred and recommendations on how 
to prevent a recurrence. 

But it did not include such documen- 
tary evidence as death certificates and 
witnesses’ sworn statements. 


Out-of-court settlements 
Speaking on Vice President Noli de 
Castro's radio morning show over 
dzMM, Palma also said ABS-CBN would 
be open to out-of-court settlements 
with the families of the stampede vic- 
tims if they would eventually file cases 


against the network, 

‘Asked by the Inguiner about the cov- 
erage of the prospective settlements, 
Palma said by phone: “It’s an option but 
as of this time, no lawyer has talked to 
us abouta case.” 

She said it would still be premature 
to talk about the extent of the settle- 
ments if no cases had been filed by the 
victims against ABS-CBN. 

“As of now I have not heard of any 
case yet except that of Dante Jimenez 
and VACC (Volunteers Against Crime 
and Corruption),” she said. 

Palma also said that during inter- 
views with the victims’ families to as- 
sess the kind of assistance they needed, 
по one had raised the subject of the le- 
gal process. 

She said that during those inter- 
views, some of the victims were ap- 
preciative, while others showed 
anger. 

We are now in the process of profil- 
ing all the victims to determine the kind 
of help the network could extend to the 
families, because each family has its 
own needs,” she said. 

The VACC has set up help desks to as- 
sist and advise those victims who may 
be planning to file a class suit against 
ABS-CBN. 

"Maybe after the burial, or on Mon- 
day, someone could already be knock- 
ing on our door,” Palma said. With are-

HUNDREDS OF ELDERLY, SICK AND DIS- 
abled people gathered to receive "healing" as 
the Archdiocese of Manila and the Philippine. 
Association of the Sovereign Military Order of 
Malta (Pasmom) celebrated “World Day of 
the Sick” yesterday at the Espiritu Santo 
Parish in Tayuman, Manila. 

World Day of the Sick is celebrated annual- 
ly on Feb. 11, the feast of Our Lady of Lour- 
des, whose shrine in France has become а 
“temple of human suffering,” 

Itisheld опа different continent each year. 
With the theme “Mental Health and Human 
Dignity,” this years celebration was held in 
Adelaide, Australia. 

Tn his message, Pope Benedict XVI reiterat- 
ed his commitment to this annual event and 
said that he would make himself spiritually 
present at the World Day of the Sick, “so as to 
pause, reflect in harmony with those taking 
part, on the situation of the mentally ill in the 
world'and to call for the commitment of the 
Church communities to bear witness to the 
tender mercy of God towatds them. 

Manila Archbishop Gaudencio Rosales, 
who presided over the concelebrated Mass 
that was followed by the blessing and anoint- 
ing of the sick participants, noted that mil- 
lions of people were healed not only in body, 
but most importantly in the soul, 

“All of us have weaknesses, nobody's perfect 
so all of us need healing,” Rosales said, adding 
that the late Pope John Paul П designated the 
day as a "special time for prayer and sharing, 
of offering one's suffering for the good of the 
Church and reminding everyone to see in his 
sick brother or sister the face of Christ." 

Rosales added that the purpose of the spe- 
cial day was to recognize those in the health 
care ministry, to provide an opportunity for 
reflection on Church teaching on health care 
and to pray for those who are sick. 

Ernesto Rufino Jr, president of the Grand 
Cross of Magistral Grace, said "we like to take 
advantage of the miracles that happened. Well 
try to recapture those and we know that Our 
Lady has a special love for the Philippines.” 

“Maybe by celebrating this particular feast 
of hers, we can ask her to shower us with 
more graces and a lot of healing? All of us also 
need that," he added, 

‘As early as 1984, Pasmom has been holding 
the annual mass and anointing of the sick as it 
recognizes the need to address and commit it- 
self to the concerns of the sick, most especial- 
ly the underprivileged.

1 scientific consensus to support Al Gore's 10-year 

global warming scenario. The world's environmen- 
tal burden may indeed reach a "tipping point" for the 
worse, within a decade, as he told а rapt audience in 
Makati City last Thursday. Or it may not. There are rep- 
utable scientists on both sides of the rather arbitrary 10- 
year divide. But none of this means we should not listen 
to or heed the message of the ex-vice 

EDITORIAL president of the United States. 

The message, at its core, is both solid 
and desperate. Contrary to the deepest beliefs of the gas- 
guzzling cowboys running the White House, global 
warming is a fact. The world may have longer than 10 
years in which to avert an ecological catastrophe, but that 
doesn’t change the real bottom line: The time to take ac- 
tion is now. 

Gore's focus was on the steady increase in carbon diox- 
ide levels, worldwide. The additional carbon dioxide 
weaves a kind of heavy blanket around the planet; the 
covering helps trap heat, thus raising temperatures 
around the globe (the so-called greenhouse effect). These 
higher temperatures have quickened the pace at which 
glaciers and the polar ice cap melt. 

In Gore’s reckoning, if trends (many of which he spot- 
ted using Nasa data) do continue, in 10 years or so, sea 
levels would rise by an average of five meters—that's 
more than 15 feet, the size of a veritable tsunami. 

“Two million people in Manila will have to be relocat- 
ed,” he told his audience of international and local lead- 
ers. The logistics of relocation will be a nightmare in it- 
self, as the tragedy at Ultra a week ago tells us. Of course, 
there is also a possibility that the flooding of Metro Mani- 
la, especially of its northern areas, will happen, like a re- 
curring bad dream, over some time; it won’t happen 
overnight. But that, again, will be a nightmare in itself; it 
is difficult to get institutions and individuals to commit to 
disaster prevention programs, when change happens in 
increments. 

If the average sea level does rise by five meters, the ac- 
tual damage to Metro Manila would be unimaginable. 

Gore’s message, in a word, is dire. Consider that he had 
tailored his presentation to the needs of the Manila elite; 
there are many other coastal cities at or even below sea 
level in other parts of the country. If the average sea level 
does rise by the height of an ordinary house, there will be 
many more Filipinos needing evacuation than just the 
two million in Metro Manila. 

Of course, the problem is not limited to the Philippines 
alone. Gore, in fact, is on a global tour, in an attempt to 
provoke the international community to take specific 
steps to stop the coming catastrophe. His message, in ev- 
ery stop, is the same. 

“We should be worried about threats like terrorism, but 
we should also be worried about other more important 
threats like the destruction of the environment.” 

For those who follow the ebb and flow of American pol- 
itics, this is Democrat-speak for Republican wronghead- 
edness. There is the acknowledgement of the terrorism 
threat, but there is also the recognition that “more impor- 
tant” problems exist, and that the Republicans running 
the American federal government have their priorities all 
wrong. 

Need we concern ourselves with the realities of Ameri- 
can politics? Sadly, the answer is yes. The Bush adminis- 
tration continues to refuse to sign the Kyoto Protocol, 
which many in the international community think may 
actually give all of us a fighting chance at lowering car- 
bon dioxide levels in the medium term. The Bush admin- 
istration's recent discovery of America's “addiction” to oil 
made for catchy sound bites in last month’s State of the 
Union address, but as American opinion leaders have 
since found out, the rhetoric of lowering dependence on 
oil, etc. does not match actual Bush policy. 

In sum, the United States remains Gore's main audi- 
ence: If the world’s biggest economy—the largest energy 
consumer, by far—fails to heed Gore's message, we may 
do our little bit, but his 10-year scenario may still come 
true. 

Ме certainly need to prepare for the unimaginable, but 
together with other countries, we can also, now, put pres-

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Broadcasting bad grammar and pronunciation 


(Let us relieve ourselves of this week's tensions 
and relax instead on the following non-political 
and non-controversial discussion of some famil- 
iar errors that can be corrected without a legisla- 
tive investigation.) 


AT THE RISK OF SOUNDING SUPERIOR OR AS 
an officious fault-finder, I make the well-mean- 
ing suggestion that the Kapisanan ng mga Brod- 
kaster ng Pilipinas exert some effort to correct 
the English grammar and pronunciation of 
some of our television and radio newscasters. 
‘These persons are heard by thousands of their 
audience every day who are likely to be misled 
by some of the common language errors of the 
broadcast media. 

Some months ago, | heard a newscaster 
speaking of a threatened epidemic who repeat- 
edly pronounced “malaria” as “malayria.” The 
word is derived from the Spanish “mala aria,” 
and in Spain they do not pronounce “aria” with 
a long “a” as in "baby" or "crazy" but as “ah- 
ria,” as in "tanga." That telecaster probably 
wanted to project a fake Harvard accent and 
only succeeded in sounding silly 

Another word that is almost always mur- 
dered by Filipinos is "award." The second “a” is 
made to sound as in “hard” or “bard,” but that 
is a mistake. “Award” is not pronounced like 
“bastard.” The second “a” in award should 
sound as an “o,” as in hall, ball, fall, tall, stall, 
mall. "War" is “wore,” not "wahr" although 
many people rime it with "star" and ах" Pre- 
senters at award ceremonies should be able to 
distinguish berween "car" and "core" and to 
use the "o" in “bore” in pronouncing “award.” 

‘Another practice of some newscasters is the 
continued use of the execrable “at this point in 
time” that became popular in the United States 
some 40 years ago. That was а pretentious 
phrase introduced by the Nixon boys during

the Watergate scandal, but it soon became as 
unwelcome as their disreputable president 
himself. tis seldom used there now except by 
those who are still thrilled by its artificiality. 

Say “at this point” or “at this time" but never 
“at this point in time” unless you want to dis- 
tinguish it from “at this point in space." There's 
по point at this time except in time unless you 
want to be inter-galactic. 

it was Noli de Castro who, when still a news: 
caster, used the words “kalalakihan” and 
“kababaihan” when referring to specific indi- 
vidual men and women. He spoke of "apat na 
kalalakihan” or “tatlong kababaihan” when 
what he meant was “apat na lalaki” or "tatlong 
babae.” The Tagalog words "kalalakihan" and 
“kababaihan” refer to men or women in gener- 
al, as in “ang kababaihan ay ginagalang ng 
kalalakihang Pilipino.” Three women do not 
make up the whole of Nol's “kababaihan” even 
if he is now Vice President. 

And while we are on the topic of grammar 
and pronunciation, let me repeat my criti- 
cism of some Filipinos, not necessarily only 
those in the broadcast media, who talk like 
displaced Americans in hopes of being iden- 
tified as post-graduate alumni of some Ivy- 
league university. In Columbia. а phonics 
teacher offered to remove my late brother 
Vic's native accent but our father's son gra- 
ciously declined, saying he preferred to re- 
tain his racial identification. In our family, 


we are not ashamed to speak like Filipinos. 

Not so with some of our countrymen who 
would Anglicize everything they say to falsify 
their Asian roots. One way to do it is to accent 
every word on the first syllable, as most Ameri- 
cans do but not out of vanity. The graduates of 
prominent university indulge this duplicity 
to announce their academic distinction but on- 
ly reveal their pomposity. ClRcumstance, CER- 
emony and TEStimony are correct, but not BU- 
lacan and MAlacafiang. And it's spelled HER- 
rera but pronounced ERrera or the Spaniards 
will get sore. 

Most people pronounce it STABilize, which 
is correct but not preferred. The better sound is 
STAYbilize. But don't believe Webster when he 
says it should be pronounced PAYso, for we 
know better. It may not amount to much but 
its still our Philippine PEHso. And, yes, it's 
birthday celebrator, not celebrant. A celebrant 
is one who officiates at a rite like a Mass, not 
one who's happy for being a year older. And 
you watch out for falling debris but пога popu- 
lar show. "Watch ош" is a warning, not an ad- 
vertisement. 

Radio and television have a strong influence 
оп the thinking of their audience, which is why 
their announcers and telecasters should take 
special care in avoiding those common errors 
that their less prepared listeners are prone to 
adopt. Choice of the proper word and its cor- 
rect pronunciation is a tool in trade of the 
broadcast media that can be used to help edu- 
cate their impressionable listeners. 

In a recent local movie, the hero, а car-for- 
hire driver, referred to his passengers as his 
"clients." Only lawyers used to have clients, as 
doctors their patients, but now even plumbers 
and barbers service clients. Some pretentious 
broadcasters who ran and lost in the last elec- 
tions must have disenchanted their clients

In today's Gospel (Mk 1, 40-45) Jesus 
healed a leper who begged of Him, “If you 
wish, you can make me clean.” He ex- 
pressed his deepest hope and dream—to be 
healed—and Jesus, moved with pity, grant- 
ed his wish, immediately. In a world where 
hopes and dreams are crushed and tram- 
pled upon, we all must learn to cherish each 
other's hopes, and to be kind to each other's 
dreams. 

The stampede at the Ultra, which left 74 
people dead and scores of others hurt, isa grim 
reminder of how hopes and dreams could be 
crushed and killed, literally. The poor people 
who went to the Ultra and camped out there 
for days for the first anniversary of 
“Wowowee” were driven by a simple desire to 
participate in the show, hoping to win a few ex- 
tra pesos that could help alleviate their pover- 
ty. After all the investigations, finger-pointing 
and witch-hunting, there is one lesson that has 
to be said and better done: Do not manipulate, 
do not kill peoples’ hopes and dreams, espe- 
cially those of che litle ones. 


Jesus was “moved with pity.” That means 
Jesushas a heart. Soon, it will be Valentine's 
Day, to remind all of us that we all have a 
heart, and that matters of the heart still 
matter. I hope that our leaders who have 
stolen and pocketed the poor people's mon- 
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ey will be moved not only with pity but also 
by true repentance; and that they will have 
the heart to change their selfish ways and 
really give to our people what is rightfully 
theirs. And please, don't just give them 
“bread and circus" or empty promises; or 
use them for photo ops. For heaven's sake, 
give them back their hopes and dreams. 

1 recently experienced one cathartic mo- 
ment during a group picture-taking. We were 
all set with our beautiful (automatic!) smiles 
when someone from the group shouted: 
"Stopi" He then proceeded to break a branch 
from a poor, frail and fragile plant that was 
"blocking the view" Ouch! Upon reflection, 1 
realized how many of us break people's hopes 
and dreams just to be in the picture. The poor 
plant's only fault was in being there, trying to 
survive. We came in just for a five-minute pic- 
ture-taking, and we killed it. May all of us, es- 
pecially our leaders, realize that we are just 
passersby in this world. May we not in any 
way destroy the people, the values and the in- 
stitutions that have been there before us and 
will continue to be needed long after we are 
gone.

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LAST MONTH, THE INTERNATIONAL CENTER 
for Innovation, Transformation and Excellence in 
Governance (INCITEGov), in partnership with the. 
‘Ateneo School of Government, conducted a forum 
оп the subject of customs and internal revenue 
programs in the country. The guest speaker was 
Guillermo Parayno Jt, one of only two Filipinos 
who have headed the Bureau of Internal Revenue 
and the Bureau of Customs at different times dur- 
ing a long and distinguished career in public ser- 
vice, Incidentally since he left government work 
several months ago—as a member of the Hyatt 10 
who broke off from the Arroyo administration last 
uly—Willy has been traveling to such exotic desti- 
nations as Kirghizia, Kazakhstan and other Central 
Asian Republics as a World Bank consultant on 
revenue matters, sharing with developing coun- 
tries in the region the fruits of his experience in 
Philippine revenue work. 

‘These days, one is never too sure about what 
the real state of revenue collections are. One day, 
the BIR or Customs comes up with a report on its 
collection performance, proudly stating that tar- 
gets have been reached, only to be corrected by 
the national treasurer disputing the report, or 
qualifying it with terms like “non-cash revenues" 
which ought not to be taken up, or with some oth- 
er statements to this effect. One can therefore ap- 
preciate the growing public skepticism about rev- 
enue performance reports. 

In his talk at the governance forum, Parayno 
made some disturbing observations—actually, he 
used the term "tragic." He noted that we have 
known for a long time what ails our revenue agen- 
cies, Through the years we have been grappling 
with these issues of how to raise collections and 
how to improve law enforcement. World Bank 
technical assistance missions have provided diag- 
mostics and all sorts of recommendations on tax 
policy and administration in 1994, 1998, 1999, 
2000, 2001 and 2002. Assessment and follow-up 
reports on these recommendations were under- 


IN АМ EARLY ESSAY, ITALIAN JOURNALIST ORI- 
ana Fallaci writes of a visit to a teahouse where 
geishas entertained wealthy customers. From 
What I remember of the essay, Fallaci found the 
encounter harrowing and disgusting. She was 
traveling round the world in search of the defini- 
tive image of the "ideal woman" and had hoped 
the geishas would give her a glimpse of their rar- 
ейей world of refinement and artistry. 

What Fallaci found instead were women 
whose faces were encased in white masks, shiny 
from sweat, the features drawn harshly against 
the pale canvas. She found their simpering tones 
annoying, and found the ritualized interaction 
between the geishas and their customers stultify- 
ing. Sensing Fallac's boredom and restlessness, 
one of the geishas broached a delicate question: 
"Ро you yourself like women?” Suffice it to say 
that the evening did not end well. 

Amore sympathetic depiction of the geisha is to 
be found in Arthur Golden's 1997 novel, "Memoirs. 
ofa Geisha," which purported to tell the "true" sto- 
ry of a woman named Sayuri who—at the time 
Golden supposedly interviewed her—lived in New 
York where she rendezvoused with her wealthy 
Japanese patrons and entertained prominent visi- 
tors from Japan. There are those who claim 
“Sayuri” is a composite of several women; others 
say she is completely fictional, her story fleshed 
out from research. Golden has always maintained 
that what he wrote was a novel, though he ac- 
Knowledges developing а fascination for ће sub- 
ject when, in the years he lived in Japan, he met a 
friend whose mother had been a geisha. 
FICTIONAL or not, “Memoirs of a Geisha” be- 
came a bestseller, mainly because it swept 
aside the curtain of secrecy which once veiled 
the world of the hamamachi or Geisha district 
with theair of intrigue and mystery. 

That world comes to life in the movie ver- 
sion of Golden’s book, a multicultural produc- 
tion that combines Hollywood glitz and pro- 
duction capacities with Asian talent and Ori- 
ental mystique. Director Rob Marshall, fresh 
from his “Chicago” triumph, puts his stage 
training to good use in recreating Sayuris 
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taken in 2004 and 2005, Without mentioning 
‘what those recommendations were, suffice it to 
say that they have been recurrent and reflective of 
the features of modemization programs made by 
the revenue administrations of other countries. 

Рагаупо says: "No revenue administration, 
past and present, will say that it does not know 
What is wrong and what must be done to improve 
efficiency and effectiveness. In fact, each admin- 
{stration can point to its own blueprint, corporate 
strategy or development plan for its program ... 
‘The thinking, analysis and proposals in these 
plans, while having similarities and overlaps with 
those provided by international experts, are in 
‘many respects a lot more comprehensive and de- 
tailed, clearly demonstrating that the BOC and 
the BIR and all those dealing with these agencies 
know whatis wrong and what should be done.” 

Parayno continues: "Year after year, adminis- 
tration after administration, the same tragic ob- 
servations are made—that we have not improved 
our effectiveness and efficiency and continue to 
lag behind many of our neighbors. Clearly the is- 
sue is no longer whether or not we know what to 
do. The question is whether or not we have what 
it takes as a country and as a people to rise above 
our present difficulties." 

He defined the problem as a tendency to rely 
and expect too much on our government, on BIR 
and Customs in particular, to bring about the im- 
provements needed. We tend to place all the re- 
sponsibility on just one man—the Man at the Top, 
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world, stage managing the depiction of Japan 
in the years before World War Il. 

But in seeking to tell Sayuri’s story against 
the backdrop of history, Marshall reduces 
much of the novel’s charm. What makes the 
book so fascinating is the wealth of sumptuous 
details: the various layers of the kimono that 
the women put on; the ingredients of the white 
makeup they slather on their faces, which un- 
fortunately includes lead; the training they un- 
dergo not just in dancing, samisen-playing and 
pouring tea, but also in the simplest gestures 
of flicking their wrists and displaying the mer- 
est hint of flesh in raising their hems. 

Alot of these details are lost in the movie, as 
are the emotional overtones of the rivalries 
that roil around in the small world in which 
Sayuri and the other geishas live. The movie 
follows the painful dance of conflict between 
Sayuri and her tormentor, Hatsumomo; and 
between Hatsumomo and Ѕаушї mentor, 
Mameha; but it hardly communicates the in- 
tensity of feelings and their impact on the 
women’s future. 

For instance, as Mameha invites valued 
clients to bid for the privilege of deflowering 
Sayuri, they find out that Hatsumomo has been 
spreading word of the young geisha's supposed 
sexual proclivities. This wrinkle is resolved eas- 
ily in the movie, but in the book, it causes a ma- 
jor upheaval and heartrending anguish. 
AMERICAN media have made much of the pro- 
ducers’ choice of actors: two Chinese and a Chi- 
nese-Malaysian to portray the three Japanese 
leads, with the rest of the cast being Japanese, 
headed by Ken Watanabe who portrays The

But its Gong Li, as the trou- 
bled, selfish and self-centered Hatsumomo— 
compelling with her flashing dark eyes and cruel 
curl of the lips—who grabs much of our atten- 
tion. 

Indeed, the three constitute a casting coup, 
combining powerful acting with international ap- 
peal, and not a little chismis power, to boot, in the 
supposed real-life rivalry between Zhang Ziyi and 
Gong Li. 

In China, censors have decided against allow- 

ing the movie to be shown in their theaters, con- 
cerned that the casting of Chinese women as 
Japanese courtesans might trigger a new wave of 
anti-Japanese sentiment. But if anything, the 
casting of Chinese actors in a Hollywood movie 
about an American's view of pre-modern Japan 
merely underscores the globalization of the film 
industry, and the iconic power of the West's ideal 
of the fragile, submissive "Oriental" woman. 
‘TO THIS day, there are still geishas in Japan, 
young women who enter the profession out of 
a love for traditional arts and rituals. They see 
their role in Japanese society as continuing a 
venerable tradition. 

It is difficult to pin down exactly what role 
the geishas play in Japanese society. They are 
not strictly prostitutes, though as the book and 
movie shows, their sexual favors are up for 
bidding and they seek long-term security by 
way of a wealthy danna or patron. They enter- 
tain clients, but seek to do so with clever con- 
versation, scintillating company and the main- 
tenance of mystique. But neither are they co 
pletely accepted by society, for as Sayuri indi- 
cates at the movie's close, despite her "happy" 
ending, she dare not even think of herself as 
The Chairman's wife. For the geishas of the 
world, love is a luxury they can ill afford. 


Sociology of crowds 


IN THE LAST ANALYSIS, SOME PEOPLE MUST 
take responsibility for what happened at Ultra. 
Mass poverty set the stage for the tragedy, and mass 
media commercialism made it happen. For the pur- 
pose of assigning liability, the legal system cannot 
avoid attributing motive and allocating blame. In. 
search of better forms of solidarity, we cannot avoid 
pointing out its connection to poverty. 

But, in another sense, the Ultra tragedy is no- 
body’ fault in particular. If we step back a little, 
ме may view the killer stampede as the objective 
result of a phenomenon that is little understood. 
"This is the phenomenon of the crowd. Crowd be- 
havior is unpredictable. The study of crowds 
alerts us to the gulf that separates conscious per- 
sonal behavior from delirious collective behavior. 

‘The deaths of 74 people and the injuries sus- 
tained by hundreds of others who came to part 
pate in the first anniversary of the noontime pro- 
gram “Wowowee” were accidental. No one could 
have foreseen the stampede and the magnitude 
оГ the destruction it caused. If people were even 
minimally aware of the danger the event posed, 
many would not have come. The ABS-CBN net- 
‘work would probably not have staged the event. 
outside company premises. The local government 
of Pasig would not have issued a permit, and the 
police would have sent a crowd control unit to 
monitor the lengthening lines of people. 

Twatched TV footage of the long queue at Ultra 
taken just hours before the stampede. There were 
many poor people, mostly adult women with hag- 
gard faces. But these were not angry faces. The 
crowd was not a resentful or an unruly one. It was 
not spoiling for a fight. Indeed it was extremely 
docile, compared to the massive protest crowd of 
the poor that gathered at the Edsa Shrine on May 
Day 2001, Therefore, I am not surprised that the 
guards at Ultra did not anticipate the violent 
stampede that broke out early Saturday morning. 
Like us, they were unprepared for the rapidity 
with which the crowd had formed. They could 
not have known the sheer irrational force crowd 


could unleash once provoked. 

“The crowd, suddenly there, where there was 
nothing before,” writes Elias Canetti in his bril- 
liant book, “Crowds and Power," "is a mysterious 
and universal phenomenon. A few people may 
have been standing together—five, ten or twelve, 
not more; nothing has been announced, nothing 
is expected. Suddenly, everywhere is black with 
people and more come streaming from all sides 
as though streets had only one direction. Most of 
them do not know what has happened and, if 
questioned, have no answer; but they hurry to be. 
there where most other people are. There is a de- 
termination in their movement which is quite dif- 
ferent from the expression of ordinary curiosity It 
sees as though the movement of some of them 
transmits itself to the others. But that is not all; 
they have a goal which is there before they can 
find words for it. This goal is the blackest spot 
‘where most people are gathered.” 

‘The same stagnant crowd that levels all distinc- 
tions while it is intact can violently disintegrate at 
the moment of discharge: “Everyone shoves, hits 
and kicks in all directions.” It is irrelevant to ask 
who started it all. “The more fiercely each man 
"fights for his Ше, the clearer it becomes that he is 
fighting against’ all the others who hem him 
n... Neither women, children nor old people are 
spared: they are not distinguished from men. 
Whilst the individual no longer feels himself as 
"crowd, he is still completely surrounded by it. 
‘The individual breaks away and wants to escape 
from it because the crowd, as а whole, is endan- 
gered. But, because he is physically still stuck in й, 

' 


he must attack it. To abandon himself to it now 
would be his ruin, because it itselfis threatened by 
ruin. In such a moment, a man cannot insist too 
strongly on his separateness. Hitting and pushing, 
he evokes hitting and pushing; and the more 
blows he inflicts and the more he receives, the 
more himself he feels. The boundaries of his own 
person become clear to him again.” 

‘This morbid account summarizes what basically 
happened at Ultra last Saturday. The crowd had ac- 
quired a life of its own, sweeping aside and tram- 
pling upon the bodies that stood in its path. 
Genrudes Mendoza-Grantham, а 73-year-old 
grandmother from Antipolo who had brought some 
of her children and grandchildren with her, recalls 
what it was like: “The sound was really so loud. 1 
was shouting: Help! There are dead people here. 
But they didn’t stop. The dead were stepped on. The 
others pushed on, and the gate was half-open.” 

But what was equally remarkable about the Ultra 
crowd—which Canett?s analysis seems to over- 
look—wzs the presence of some individuals who, in 
the middle of that collective frenzy, kept their sens- 
es and performed acts of selflessness. Marissa Gra- 
boso, 35, remembers a man who scooped her 7- 
year-old son, passed him to others, who then car- 
ried him away from the throng. The same person al- 
sosaved the children of Vilma Catabang. 

The stampede occurred very fast, almost like a 
momentary madness descending upon a commu- 
nity. It collected its toll, then left as swiftly as it 
came. People remember quickly coming back to 
their senses, pausing, and instinctively helping 
those who had fallen. But for the presence of 
mind of the faceless heroes in that crowd, more 
people would have perished, especially the young 
children who were wrenched from their elders. 

‘Such is the delirium that can grip a crowd. It is 
a blind force that mocks all reason. We need to 
understand it more so that we might begin to for- 
give one another and ourselves.

intention may sound noble, the show ends 
up promoting, albeit unconsciously, "de- 
velopment by lottery" The show unwit- 
tingly develops a mentality that great 
things can happen to those who are lucky, 
especially if one were to analyze the me- 
chanics of its games like "Willie of For- 
tune" and "Pera o Bayong.” 

In any case, it is not the mass media's 
primary responsibility to address the 
governments shortcomings. Instead, 
mass media should help in shaping pub- 
lic opinion. In the context of quality en- 
tertainment, this could be in the form of 
political satire or game shows that can 
make viewers reflect on their situation. 
Quality entertainment, after all, seeks to 
develop thinking audiences, not so- 
called couch potatoes. 

1 Revillame stresses that his show does 
not exploit the people's poverty. A curso- 
ry analysis of the show's ratings and se- 
lected socioeconomic data, however, re- 


seek to kickstart livelthoods to cash prizes 
that average P3 million to P4 million per 
month, “Wowowee” had looked out for the 
people in dire need who vied for slots in 
Wowowee's best-known segments, "Willie 
of Fortune” and “Pera о Bayong.” [See 
Willie's games]. 

"We have always seen "Wowowee" as а 
show for the people, even in the conceptu- 
alization stage,” says “Wowowee” produc- 
tion head Marilou Almaden. “It had always 
been meant as a show where people didn’t 
just play for cash and prizes, but as a place 
‘where they can participate.” 


Helping hand 

Almaden staunchly denies the charge 
that “Wowowee” promoted mendicancy. 
“While we had games of luck, our partici- 
pants certainly weren't beggars—but they, 
like many of our countrymen, can always 
use a helping hand. 

“Where it was originally a game show, 
"Wowowee" became something that our 
fans had ownership of. Something like 
the segment where we give dollars to au- 
dience members who tell us jokes—we 
had fans from overseas who sent money 
spontaneously. We never solicited any of 
that. What happened is that we built this

are impoverished and that it is very de- 
pendent on support from them. 


Poverty and ratings 

In its first episode on Feb. 5, 2005, 18.8 
percent of households in Metro Manila, 
Rizal and parts of Cavite, Laguna and Bu- 
lacan were tuned in to “Wowowee,” based 
on AGB Nielsen Media Research's average 
minute rating (AMR) data. From Feb. 5 to 
Dec. 31 last year, an extrapolation of data 
from AGB Nielsen Media Research would 
show that Wowowee's average number of 
viewers per minute of airing was around 
620,000 households. Twenty-six percent 
belonged to the C2 class and 62 percent to 
the D and Е classes. 

According to John Patemam's paper 
"Public Libraries and Social Class; C2 
refers to skilled working class; D, se 
skilled and unskilled working class; and 
Е, residual and those at lowest levels of 
subsistence 

Eighty-eight percent of Wowowee's 
viewers, therefore, are from the working 
class, They are apparently attracted to the 
shows Pl-million grand prize. In 
Wowowee's aborted first anniversary cele- 
bration, selected contestants also stood to 
win a house and lot, taxi and jeepney, as 
well as other cash prizes ranging from 
5,000 to P50,000. 

"That people started lining up as early as 
Jan. 30 does not come as a surprise. Given 
the high cost of living, even P5,000 is a big 
help in providing for the needs of a family, 
especially if parents have low-paying jobs 
orno jobs at all. 

‘The government's Labor Force Survey in 
October 2005 showed that 2.6 million Fil- 
ipinos were unemployed while 21.2 million 
were underemployed. The Ecumenical In- 
stitute for Labor Education and Research 
claims that 350 Filipinos lose their jobs ev- 
ery day. 

Having a job and earning minimum 


community of viewers and participants, 
which evolved to become public ser- 
vice—a place where even viewers from 
here and abroad can reach out and help 
their fellow Filipinos. And it's that spirit 
that needs to be remembered, I think." 


Time to heal 

With the entire network still reeling 
from the fallout from the past weekend, 
Almaden says that the men and women 
of"Wowowee" are focused on what most 
of the country wants—a chance and 
time to heal. 

“Over the past year we've been on air, 
we've constantly gotten feedback from our 
viewers to the effect that when they see re- 
ports on our country in the media, it looks 
like the Philippines is always chaotic. But 
when they watch Wowowee,” they see that 
that isn’t always the case. They have a place. 
where people can laugh, enjoy themselves, 
and help each other at the same time. We're 
sure it will take time, but we are hopeful 
our audience can find themselves comfort- 
able with the thought of being with 
Wowowee’ again."

Responsibility to viewers 

These selected socioeconomic data 
serve to quantify the people's unreward 
ing toil and to justify Wowowee's audi- 
ence profile. Unless there is a qualitative 
change in the poor people's daily grind, 
one can expect a wide following for 
“Wowowee” and other television shows 
that promise a quick ticket out of poverty 
This explains why cause-oriented groups 
stressed that the government was respon- 
sible for the people's desperation that re- 
sulted in the stampede. 

The "Wowowee" tragedy, therefore, 
should be a time for the people, led by the 
victims and their families, not just to call 
for justice but also to engage in media ad- 
vocacy They can start by demanding quali- 
ty entertainment from ABS-CBN and other. 
broadcast networks. The latter's manage- 
ment should heed this much-delayed call, 
putting the ratings war behind and its re- 
Sponsibility to its viewers forward.

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ABS-CBN management, costing emergency workers precious minutes that could have 
saved lives, according to Corpus. 

The tragedy showed the extent to which the poor would go—staying for days in the 
streets without portalets or beds—so they could get a crack at winning prizes (P1 mil- 
lion in cash, house and lot, two tricyles, two taxis and one jeepney) that would help 
them escape poverty. 

The stampede also highlighted the TV show's gimmicks aimed at attracting a huge 
audience and at ratcheting up its ratings. However, ABS-CBN considers the show a 
“public service” in which participants can win prizes that can start a livelihood and in 
which viewers from abroad can reach out and help fellow Filipinos.

RDERING AN INVESTIGA- 
tion of the “Wowowee” trage- 
dy is the standard response of 

an inutile government. Everybody who 

has anything to do with the tragedy is 
ready with excuses, assisted by smart 
lawyers. It is doubtful if the investiga- 
tors and government prosecutors will 
be able to pin down responsibility for 
the incident, especially if the findings 
tend to implicate corporate and gov- 
ernment executives and popular show 
biz personalities, Like all other investi- 
gations in te past, i will produce an 
inconclusive report that raises more 
questions than determine culpability. 

Far from rendering justice, the courts, 

as in the past, will most likely penalize

the small fry and exonerate the big fish. 

What makes the recent incident utter- 
ly disgusting is the cynical exploitation 
of the psychosocial consequences of 
poverty to generate profits for the media 
lords and the big advertisers. Television 
host Willie Revillame says his program is 
meant to help people. But raising hopes 
of instant prosperity among those who 
don't have enough to eat will only ease 
the poverty of a few lucky ones. The total 
value of the proffered prizes is a small 
fraction of what the television company 
has earned in marketing profits. 

The victims of "Wowowee" are not on- 
ly the 71 who died and the hundreds in- 
jured but all those who lined up for three 
days in the hope of winning the goodies 
Revillame promised to dole out. The vic- 
tims also include the hundreds of thou- 


sands who waich his show to be enter- 
tained and deluded. 


Vulnerable 

The poor, the elderly and the jobless 
are extremely vulnerable to such market- 
ing gimmicks. There are many other 
shows that exploit the psychosocial con- 
sequences of poverty. The manufacturers 
of detergents, cell phone companies, 
banks, drug stores, and even bookshops 
run raffles to induce consumption. They, 
not only the jueteng operators, cultivate а 
culture of gambling. 

thope the recent tragedy will shock us 
into taking a hard look at the mass me- 
dia, especially television. In this age of 
information technology, media form an 
integral part of the educational system. 
‘They are more powerful than the schools 


because their impact is stronger and 
their reach is many times broader. But 
media are unable to realize this poten- 
tial for public enlightenment and cultur- 
al enrichment if they continue to be 
lodged in the market system and treated 
as a means for profit acquisition and 
profit accumulation. On the contrary, 
Gur commercialized media serve as tools 
for miseducation and idiotization. 

We in Laban ng Masa see our mass me- 
dia today as a pillar of elite rule, an in- 
strument for manipulating public opin 
ion and promoting servility and con- 
sumerist values. 

We recognize that a responsible media 
isa necessary partner in the process of sys- 
tem change, in the struggle to restore our 
sense of national pride and in combating 
colonial mentality. We also believe that 


this freedom does not i 
to stage inane shows like “Wowowee” 
for the sake of profit. The commodifica- 
tion and exploitation of poverty is at 
the core of the issue 

"We propose that radio and television 
be required to reserve prime time for ed- 
ucational broadcasting, Cinemas should 
be obliged to give preference to locally 
produced films using the national and 
Fegional languages. This will promote 
the freedom of responsible journalists to 
probe and attack the performance of evil 
hot only in the government but also in 
the private sector.

USAID sends 2 docs 
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Old medicines 
used in medical 


mission,

ROXAS CITY—AN INVESTIGA- 
ting team of the city council here 
has found that some medicines 
distributed during a recent med- 
ical mission by a US-based 
group in Capiz were expired. 

The finding was in a report released Fri- 
day by the Roxas City Councils committee 
on health that investigated the complaint of 
some recipients that expired medicines were 
distributed during the medical mission Jan. 
21-27 conducted by the Philippine Medical 
Society of Northern California (PMSN) 
headed by its president, Dr. Marlene 
Cordero. 

Councilor Amador Anisco Jr, chair of the 
council's committee on health, said based on 
their investigation they noted the following 
irregularities: 

© Capsules and tablets believed to be 
medicines for fever were placed in a plastic 
bag or sachets with no brand or generic name 
ofthe product. 

ө There was also no expiration dates or lot 
numbers for the medicines that the medical 
mission group brought with them from the 
United States. 

ө Some tablets and capsules had 2005 ex- 
piration dates that were handwritten with 
black ink. 

© There were medicines believed to be 
antibiotics that had July 2005 expiration 
date that were erased by black pen but

Anisco said they initiated the investi 


gation after the offices here of the Bureau | 


of Foods and Drugs (BFAD) and the De- 
partment of Health received complaints 
from five recipients of the expired 
medicines 

The complainants, he said, allegedly si 
fered various negative effects such as aller- 
gies, dizziness and chest pains. 

City Councilor Mark Ortiz, president of the 
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Roxas City Rotary Club that was one of theco- | 


sponsors of the medical mission, said the in- 
clusion of the expired medicines might just 
have been caused by a mix-up during ship- 
ment. 

He said he did not know the exact amount 
of medicines that were brought in but they 


were mostly over-the-counter medical prod- | 


ucts that arrived in two batches. 

The first medicine batch arrived Jan. 21 
and was inspected by the BFAD. The second 
batch, however, was not inspected by BFAD 
when it arrived Jan. 22. 

Ortiz, also the president of the Silver and 
Gold Foundation for Family and Life (SGFFL) 
Inc, another co-sponsor of the medical mis- 
sion, said the complaint of five to 10 persons 
that they ingested expired medicines should 
not negate the fact that over 9,000 mostly in- 
digent residents of the city benefited from the 
mission. 

“We are doing everything to help those 


who suffered adverse effects because of the | 


expired medicines. We counted 8 to 10 
complaints but with no medical certificate 
(to show) that they fell ill because the 
medicines they took were expired,” Ortiz

extortion and kidnapping. 

Arances kept his story for lumad. 
years and it only recently did 
he agree to share it with the Inoue: 

After returning from foreign lands in 1989, 
Arances became active in local peace-building 
efforts. 

When Fidel V Ramos became president in 
1992 and opened peace negotiations with the 
Moro National Liberation Front (MNLF), he 
was a close-in staffer of Nur Misuari while 
working on Malacañang approval of a 600- 
hectare Muslim settlement in Don Carlos 
town in Bukidnon. The late dictator Ferdi- 
nand Marcos had leased the area to the de- 
funct National Development Corp. 

“With past presidents having settlement 
programs for Christians in Mindanao, Ramos 
probably realized it was about time he had, 
too, for the Muslims, though one not entirely 
exclusive to them,” Arances said. 

For the hardened fighter who helped oust 
the Russians in Afghanistan, this was the only 
way his people could reap the fruits of the 
1996 peace agreement between the gover- 
ment and the MNLE 

A student of sociology at the Bukidnon 
State College, Arances was a devout Seventh 
Day Adventist, While doing research on Islam 
in 1984, he sought Ustadz Salamat Hashim 
out of thirst for Islam-related knowledge. 

He was then 20 years old. The Pinule Library 
run by Christian missionaries in Bukidnon, had 
provided him initial tools in understanding llam. 

Arances eventually converted and chose the 
Muslim name Omar bin Hassan. 

He stayed in Manila for over a year and wait- 
ed for the chance to meet Hashim abroad in 
1984, but his mission proved futile, He went 
home to finish his sociology degree. That same 
year, he retumed to Manila. 

‘Arances joined the moderate Tableegh Re- 
formist group of Sunni Muslims and was 
granted a scholarship by the World Assembly 
of Muslim Youth in 1986. It allowed him to 
pursue a postgraduate program on Luga 


of 300 Muslims, Christians and 


‘Among their trainers and 

swa lecturers on combat and 

firearms handling were US Ma- 

rine Sgt. Willy Smith, whose name he would not 
forget, and Jan Mohamad, a Pakistani. 

Arances was with four other Filipino Mus- 
lims during clashes in Kosh, Afghanistan. They 
stayed there for two weeks in the winter of 
1989. They were the only Filipino Moros who 
share real stories of actual combat in modern 
times in a battle fought with America against 
another superpower, the Soviet Union. 

(He declined to identify his other Filipino 
companions. Some of them are dead.) 

At Kosh, they were harassed by an MI-14 
Soviet attack helicopter. They dodged the at 
tack until they were able to dig foxholes for 
cover, They used US-made anti-aircraft 
(ground-Rred) missiles and British Stingers. 

Unable to withstand the cold winter season 
there, Arances fell ill and returned to Kashmir 
with another group of volunteers under Amer 
Nurudin Khan, an Indian. 

In Islamabad, Arances again met Smith 
emerging from Misuaris quarters and they 
briefly greeted each other. 

Arances returned to Saudi Arabia to contin- 
ue his studies. But he was unable to finish Lu- 
ga until he decided to return to the Philip- 
pines in 1989 and get married. 

He led the formation of the Nagkahiusang 
Mag:uuma Multi-Purpose Farmers’ Cooperative 
in Don Carlos, composed of Muslims, Christians 
and members of indigenous communities. 

‘Today, Arances and 300 cooperative members 
have become some sort of a success story. They 
entered into a memorandum of agreement with 
Del Monte Pineapple Go. for the firm's new cor- 
porate operations. Fresh Fruits, a Middle East 
group of Arab exporters, provided capital. 

It is hardwork for members of the coopera- 
tive, especially for Arances, to keep the ven- 
ture profitable, 

But for the former mujahideen, the fruit of 
labor is sweeter than the easy money that has 
lured many into criminality and terrorism.

DUMAGUETE CITY—LOCAL GOVERN- 
ment units (LGUs) will finally get what 
they have been demanding for 
years—the release of their Internal Rev- 
enue Allotment (IRA) shares withheld 
for four years by the national govem- 
ment. 

President Macapagal-Arroyo has 
issued an executive order mandating 
the release of P17.5 billion to the 
LGUs representing their share from 
the withheld IRA. 

Executive Order No. 494, which 
was signed on Jan. 18, directs the fi 
nance, budget and local governments 
departments to “take necessary steps 
to ensure that (LGUs) get their respec- 
tive shares from the P17.5 billion un- 
programmed IRA in 2000 and 2001.” 

The order came as LGUs prepared 
to launch a nationwide signature cam- 
paign to amend the Constitution, a 
move that was seen as а means to keep. 


Ms Arroyo in power until 2010 amid 
attempts to drive her out of office, 

Negros Oriental Gov. George Ar- 
maiz said the Department of Budget 
and Management was already 
preparing the Notice of Payment 
Schedule (NPS) to inform LGUs of 
their shares and the schedule of pay- 
ment. 

Arnaiz said the LGUs could either 
get lump sums or get the amount in 
installment for seven years. 

But if the LGUs opt to get their 
shares in lump sum, he added, they 
must pay interest and other charges 
from the trustee bank designated by 
the government. The interest is bet- 
ween 27 to 28 percent. 

This means LGUs will not get the 
entire withheld IRA because the in- 
terest will be deducted fromit. 

Butif the LGU does not want to pay 
interest, Arnaiz said they can opt to 
get their shares in installment for sev- 
en years. 

The national budget of 1999 and 


2001 set aside the IRA shares for the 
Local Government Service Equaliza- 
tion Fund (LGSEF), а brainchild of 
jailed former President Joseph Estrada: 

The Arroyo administration contin- 
ued implementing the LGSEF in the 
reenacted budget of 2002. 

The withheld IRA accumulated 
to P20 billion but the national gov- 
ernment released only P2.5 billion 
to LGUs, leaving a balance of P17.5 
billion. 

The Supreme Court, however, de- 
clared as unconstitutional the move 
to withhold a portion of the IRA in its 
decision on the case filed by former 
Gov, Hermilando Mandanas of Batan- 
gas against former Executive Secre- 
tary Alberto Romulo, former Budget 
Secretary Emilia Boncodin and for- 
mer Local Government Secretary 
Jose Lina Jr. 

The court ruled that withholding 
the IRA violated the Constitution that 
provided for a just share in national 
taxes for LGUs.

"While itis true that global warming could 
contribute to the rise, this is only in the mil- 
limeters, but the centimeters’ rise could be at- 
tributed more to heavy groundwater extrac- 
tion which results in subsidence, which 
makes it appear that the sea is invading land," 
he explained. 

"Тат not saying that we should stop help- 
ing control greenhouse gas emissions, but 
very, very few really know the real story about 
flooding in Metro Manila,” he said. 

"We could cry all day about greenhouse 
gases but if we don't regulate carefully our 
use of groundwater, we could be flooding 
faster than whatever could come from global 
warming."

Makati judge has soft spot for children

SHE HAS BECOME KNOWN AS THE FEAR- 
less judge who delivered swift justice to the 
victims in last year's Valentine's Day bombing 
in Makati 

One of those wounded in the bombing inci- 
dent was a child and family court Judge 
Marissa Macaraig Guillen, of the Makati Re- 
gional Trial Court Branch 60, has a soft spot 
for kids. 

“I am a mother, on top of it all. That's the 
reason why 1 enjoy being in the family court, 
because it puts me in touch with children. 
‘And I think that gives me the most satisfac- 
tion: Being able to really protect children's 
rights,” said the 48-year-old judge who is a 
mother to three teenagers. 

In her five years of presiding over a family 
court, Guillen has handled numerous cases 
involving minors as either complainants or 
defendants. 

Last year, she faced her biggest 
case: The trial of three terror sus- 
pects tagged in the Feb. 14, 2005 
bus bombing, an attack that killed 
four persons and injured at least 60 others. 

But the University of the Philippines law 
graduate lived up to challenge, handing down 
а decision on Oct. 28 last year, just seven 
months after the filing of the case, one of 
shortest trials yet ofa high-profile case. 

In what may go down in Philippine history 
as a landmark case in the fight against inter- 
national terrorism, Guillen meted out the 
death penalty to confessed Abu Sayyaf mem-

‘Today, the use of bleach, which destroys 
DNA, is not unusual in a planned homicide, 
said the senior criminalist from the Los Ange- 
les County Sheriff's Department. 

Klein and other experts attribute such so- 
phistication to television crime dramas like 
"CSI: Crime Scene Investigation,” which give 
criminals helpful tips on how to cover up evi- 
dence. 

Prosecutors have complained for years 
about "the CSI effect" on juries—an expecta- 
tion in every trial for the type of high-tech 
forensic evidence the show's investigators un- 
cover. Italso appears the popular show and its 
two spin-offs could be affecting how some 
crimes are committed, 


Educating killers 

“They're actually educating these potential 
killers even more,” said Capt. Ray Peavy, also 
of the Los Angeles County Sheriff's Depart- 
ment and head of the homicide division. 

А man charged in a recent double-homi- 
cide in northeast Ohio was a "CSI" fan and 
went to great lengths to cover his tracks, ac- 
cording to an affidavit filed by ‘Trumbull 
County prosecutors. 

Jermaine "Maniac" McKinney, 25, alleged- 
ly broke into a house, killed a mother and 
daughter and used bleach to remove their 
blood from his hands, prosecutors said. He al- 
so allegedly covered the interior of a getaway 
car with blankets to avoid transferring blood. 

Prosecutors said McKinney burned the 
bodies, his clothing and removed his cigarette 
butts—which would contain his DNA—from 
the crime scene. 

McKinney, who was indicted this month on 
two counts of aggravated murder, aggravated 
burglary and other charges, could face the 
death penalty if convicted. 

Cases where suspects burn and tamper 
with. evidence seem to be increasing, said 
Chuck Morrow, chief of the criminal division. 
in the Trumbull County Prosecutor's office. 

"People are getting more sophisticated 
with making sure they're not leaving trace ev- 
idence at crime scenes," Morrow said.

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EW YORK—FETED BY WORLD 
leaders and honored for their 
humanitarian work, Irish rock- 
ers U2 and their charismatic frontman 
Bono received the accolades that mat- 
tered most Wednesday—from their mu- 
sical peers.

The unexpected haul was a reminder 
of U2's continuing musical influence, 
which has at times been overshadowed 
by Bono's high-profile campaigning for 
causes like AIDS prevention and pover- 
ty alleviation. 

"lf you think this is going to go to our 
heads, it's too late,” Bono said, as he ac- 
cepted yet another Grammy at the US 
music industry's biggest party of the 
year in Los Angeles.

But ‘Idol’ wins 
in the ratings 


LOS ANGELES—THE POP STAR WANNA- 
bes of ‘American Idol” outshone the likes of 
Madonna, U2 and Coldplay at the Gram- 
туз on Wednesday night as the hit TV tal 
ent contest clobbered music's highest hon- 
orsin the Nielsen ratings. 

“American Idol,” airing on the Fox net- 
work opposite the first hour of CBS’ 
Grammy Awards telecast, averaged 28 
million viewers, compared to 15 million 
for the Grammys, Nielsen Media Re- 
search reported in early figures on 
Thursday. 

The fact that more viewers were 
caught up in the Hollywood auditions of 
amateur singers than in the gliz and 
glamour of the world's houest-selling 
recording stars was further testament to 
the popularity of “Idol,” the most 
watched show on US television. 

Tt also underscored the continuing 
ratings decline of the Grammys and oth- 
er entertainment awards shows in recent 
years. 

The three-and-a-half-hour Grammy 
telecast as a whole drew 17 million 
viewers, down nearly 2 million from last 
year and the smallest audience for the 
show inat least 11 years, Nielsen said. 

‘Among performers taking the Gram- 
my stage during the first hour of 
Wednesday's broadcast were Madonna, 
who opened the show, British rockers 
Coldplay and R&B singer John Legend 
and who was named Best New Artist. 

The first artist presented with an 
award on the Grammy telecast was Kelly 
Clarkson, who got her big break as the 
inaugural “American Idol” champion but 
neglected to mention in her acceptance 
speech the Fox show that made her fa- 
mous.

SINGER-ACTRESS JESSA Zaragoza, prohibited 
by doctors from doing any physical activity due 
to esophagitis, or inflammation of the esopha- 
gus, decided to cancel her Valentine concert with 
husband Dingdong Avanzado. 

Ina press statement sent to INQUIRER Enter- 
tainment, Dingdong said: "We cannot com- 
promise Jessa's health. Our doctors advised 
us that Jessa's current condition makes it dif- 
ficult for her to handle any form of physical 
activity ... esophagitis makes it impossible for 
her to sing." 

According to Chuck Gomez, Jessa's friend 
and publicist, the singer-actress is scheduled 
for a biopsy procedure this week. Jessa was 
taken to the Cardinal Santos Hospital in San 
Juan on Feb. 7 after she complained of diffi- 
culty in swallowing. 

On Feb. 8, after performing an endoscopy 
procedure, Jessa's doctor announced that the 
singer-actress was suffering from internal 
bleeding. “Her doctor said one valve in Jessa’s 
stomach is open when it shouldn't be,” ex- 
plained Gomez. 

"Right now, she's being fed intravenously.” 
said Dingdong. 

Gomez said the couple finds “very cruel,” 
the rumor that the concert—"That Thing 
Called Love,” set at the Music Museum on 
Feb. 14—was canceled because of poor ticket 
sales, 

‘Jes not true that the couple had merely 
pulled a stunt," said Gomez. “Those who think 
so should perhaps visit Jessa at the hospital. 
Her doctors don't want her 0 move unneces- 
sarily. She can't even talk.” 

"lt saddens us to cancel the show,” said 
Dingdong. “We promise to proceed with it as 
soon as Jessa recovers.” 

Gomez said tickets previously sold will defi- 
nitely be honored on the rescheduled date.

Journalists first, employees second’

ARIA RESSA, ABS-CBN 
M News chief, said on Wednes- 
day she made it clear to the 
news staff that they were journalists 
first, and ABS-CBN employees second. 

Ressa’s team was the first to arrive at 
the scene of the “Wowowee” stampede 
on Saturday at the PhilSports Arena in 
Pasig City. 

The former CNN correspondent for 
Southeast Asia said in an exclusive in- 
terview with Ingumer Entertainment: 

*1 told everybody to pretend that 
they were working for someone 
else—GMA-7 or Reuters or CNN—oth- 


er than ABS-CBN in covering this story. 
We are journalists first and foremost. 
We want to lead the story, the investiga- 
tion. I told the staff (during a general 
assembly after the stampede) to ask 
hard questions.”

Ressa pointed out that the team had 
covered similar incidents in the past. “But 
this was different,” she said, “because it 
involved ABS-CBN. The first 24 hours af- 
ter the tragedy was critical for the net- 
works news bureau. That day, a big 
chunk of our broadcast was about it; we 
‘even expanded "TV Patrol that night." 

She talked to Charrie Villa, head of 
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news gathering, and Luchi Cruz-Valdez, 
head of current affairs, the next day, 
Ressa said, and they “made the delin- 
eation" together. Essentially, this meant 
to “forget corporate and what they have 
todo.” 

Villa said she likened the news team 
to doctors, “who should treat the pa- 
tient before asking who's going to pay.” 

She elaborated: "I asked our news 
editors to be more critical...to find the 
people who said negative things about 
ABS-CBN. I wanted those sound bytes." 

Ressa said she was certain that tele- 
viewers would quickly switch to anoth- 
er channel if they thought the ABS-CBN 
new coverage was biased.

DUMAGUETE CITY—Silver Cinema, which 
operates Park and Ever theaters here, has an- 
nounced that they are closing the two estab- 
lishments asa direct result of “unabated video 
piracy" 

Ed Du, consultant to Silver Cinema presi- 
dent Jimmy Yu, said it was no longer prof- 
itable to operate a movie house in Du- 
maguete. It turns out, he added, that Park and 
Ever were losing ventures since they opened 
inNovember 2001. 

‘There two other movie houses in the city, 
both owned by Ultravision Cinema. 

"The problem with Park,” Du said, "is that it 
shows mostly English films—copies of which 
have already been sold all over the city by the 
time they are shown in the theater" 
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He lamented that raids conducted by Opti- 
cal Media Board have done little to stop the 
pirates activities. 

“The losses incurred by these illegal traders 
asa result of one raid, they can quickly recov- 
er in one month. If they are raided only twice 
a year [it’s nothing for them], Du said. 
Ever theater shows mostly Tagalog films, he 
said, and so Silver Cinema executives believe 
it stands а better chance of surviving, if they 
decide to reopen it later. Du explained, “Taga- 
log films are not as easily pirated.” 

‘All four theaters here closed down in 1997 
due to the 30 percent amusement tax im- 
posed by the city government. They reopened 
five years later under a new managements, 
with the local government's assurance of a 
two-year moratorium on said taxes. 

Even so, Du said, the cinemas contined to 
bleed. 

“We would have 
closed in 2004, but 
for the residents’ ге- 
quests for us to stay 
open. Now, we have 
little choice.” 

Du said other fac- 
tors that contributed 
to the losses were the 
increase in power el- 
rates, and the 12 per- 
cent Expanded Value 
Added Tax. 

“The only way for 
movie houses to be- 
come viable here is to 
open inside a mall 
This could happen 
only once Robinsons 
opens in Barangay 
Calindagan,” he said.

Angst-rock star 
makes ultimate 
US family film 


LOS ANGELES—NEIL YOUNG, ICONOCLAS- 
tic troubadour for decades of counter-culture 
in the United States, has made the ultimate 
American family film. 

It seems ironic but it is true, says Jonathan 
Demme, who directed "Мей Young: Heart of 
Gold,” now playing in US theaters. 

“Family film” is associated with Disney and 
Pixar and stuffed toys. Young's song "Needle 
and the Damage Done” speaks of heroin addic- 

tion, and he will Forever be linked to 

Ap, 1960s and 1970s anti-war protests.

and Demme have created what they dub a 


“dream concert” of songs from his recent

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simple life in the North American heartland. 
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‘Te puts me in touch with some deeply felt, 
old-fashioned, powerful ideas about what 
‘America stands for, what the family stands for, 
what friends stand for,” Demme told Reuters in 
ajoint interview with Young. 

"Heart of Gold" is a concert, but don't call ita 
“concert film,” its makers said. Young, his band 
and friends like Emmylou Harris perform 19 
songs, each one elaborately staged over two 
nights in Nashville's Ryman Auditorium 4—first 
home of the Grand Ole Оргу. 

It is not a documentary, but Demme and 
Young said che songs, lyrics and their interpreta- 
tions onscreen give audiences insight into the 
man because so much of the music is rooted in 
Young's personal history. 


Critics rave 

‘The movie premiered last month at the Sun- 
dance Film Festival to a standing ovation, and 
for the most рап, critics are raving about its 
combination of music and storytelling. 

Demme is known as the Oscar-winning direc- 
tor of Hollywood movies like thriller “Silence of 
the Lambs,” but among his works are the Talk- 
ing Heads 1984 concert film "Stop Making 
Sense.” 

He and Young met when Demme was work- 
ing on 1993's “Philadelphia,” and he asked the 
musician to write music for the movie. 

Young said he likes Demme because the di- 
rector possesses a positive energy that shows in 
his work, and he makes people around him feel 
like winners 

Demme, 61, said he matured listening to 
Youngs music, which he said helped him соте

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RUBBER was introduced to the country in 
1905. umanon

EVERY TUESDAY, THE HINTERLAND VILLAGES 
of RT Lim town in Zamboanga Sibugay come to 
life. During this day, traders round up rubber 
farmers to buy their produce. 

Bringing with them large hauling trucks, 
the traders take in as much as the rubber 
planters can offer for sale. 

‘The inflow of money from these transac- 
tions has perked up the economy of the vil- 
lages and has also encouraged more members 
of the indigenous Subanen tribe and other up- 
land farmers to cultivate rubber to improve 
their lot. 

Indeed, after nearly becoming an insignifi- 
cant produce in terms of development contri- 
bution due to policy neglect, rubber has 
bounced back to provide hope of economic 
advancement to people who have long been 
confined to poverty. 


Key to peace 
in Mindanao 


‘COTABATO CITY—RUBBER-GROWING MAY 
Just be the key to peace, government officials 
in North Cotabato believe. 

In fact, provincial officials led by Gov. Em- 
manuel Piñol have been campaigning about 
rubber-growing, not only in the province but 
other areas as well. 

Natural rubber, Pifiol says, is one major 
crop that has bright prospects to uplift the liv- 
ing condition of the country's impoverished 
sector. 

A kilo of latex (rubber sap) fetches about 
P36 and “possibly would rise due to its high 
demand in the world market.” 

iol said the bright hope from rubber 
planting should even entice communist and 
Moro rebels to drop their weapons and go in- 
tofarming. 

“Instead of engaging government troops in 
а firefight, the New People's Army and the 
Moro Islamic Liberation Front and their allied 
forces may participate in the rubber produc- 
tion business," he says. 

Eid Kabalu, MILF. spokesperson, says 
Pifol's invitation was good and that the idea 
‘would be raised and discussed in his meeting 
with the rebel hierarchy. 

Hoping that a government-MILF peace 
agreement could be signed this year, Kabalu 
says the rubber business proposition may be 
carried out by the front in the so-called Moro 
ancestral domain,

Sacdalan says the program accepts house- 
wives, widows and children whether in or out 
of school. 

"Every seedling that they produce will earn 
them P4,” he says, 

Farmers, including rebels who want to 
plant rubber, may get the seedlings free un- 
der the five-year "plant now pay later plan" 
of the provincial government according to 
Sacdalan.

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‘The good prospect for rubber trading in the. 
international market has driven the rebirth of 
the industry in the country. 

‘Aiming to optimize gains in trading their 
produce amid this highly favorable market 
condition, around 400 small rubber planters 
in Ipil, Zamboanga del Sur, have banded to- 
gether into a marketing association. 

So far, the boldest local development pro- 
gram anchored on the market potentials of 
the crop is that of North Cotabato. 

Banking on an ambitious 10-year rubber 
development program to transform the war- 
torn and rebel-infested province “from battle- 
fields to fields of economic productivity,” it 


was hoped that areas planted to rubber would 
expand to at least one million hectares with 
500 million trees. 

‘With the program, the industry is expected to 
tum in over P100 billion in foreign exchange 
earnings, generate 500,000 more jobs and con- 
tribute P2.5 billion pesos in local taxes.

Institute of Technology (MIT) in Kabacan of- 
fered short courses on rubber beginning in 
1958. Loan financing, then offered by the De- 
velopment Bank of the Philippines and the 
Philippine National Bank, largely fueled the 
growth of small farms. 

Today, the provinces of Cotabato, Zam- 
boanga Sibugay and Basilan are the country's 
major rubber producers. 


Policy issues 

Despite its longevity, the industry's poten- 
tials for bringing about national economic de- 
velopment have not been fully taken advan- 
tage of according to Dr. Eugenio Alcala, PRBI 
executive director 

Alcala, vice president for research of the 
University of Southern Mindanao (the former 
MIT), explained that the problem lies with 
low investments for rubber research and de- 
velopment (R&D). 

He says the government, the largest source 
of funds for such purpose, spends the bulk of 
its agricultural budget for rice and corn. 

This is premised on the country's dogged 
effort in achieving food security. 

"There were even times when there was no 
research budget for rubber,” Alcala laments, 
adding that there is a need to reevaluate the 
nation's agricultural policy and appreciate the 
fact that if people have purchasing power 
through cultivating other highly marketable 
crops, they can be assured of constant supply 
of food on their table.

Rubber industry bounces back 


This has discouraged many planters over 
the years who shifted to other crops. 

"Today, the country has only about 100,000 
hectares of rubber lands, 95 percent of which 
are considered small-scale plantations. 

Of these, only 80 percent are productive, 
with 15 percent containing still immature 
trees, Ninety eight percent of the rubber farm- 
ers produce cuplumps, the rawest form ofnat- 
ural rubber. 

On the other hand, neighboring Asian 
countries are making headway in industry de, 
velopment. 

Malaysia currently has 1.2 million ha and 
Indonesia 3.5 million ha. Vietnam, which is a 
bit late in rubber cultivation, now has 
500,000 ha, from 300,000 ha justa few years 
back. 

While acknowledging the lost opportunity, 
‘Alcala, however, continues to be optimistic 
the country can still catch up given a policy 
environment conducive to industry growth. 


Prospects 

Ina paper presented before a rubber con- 
ference in Davao City in November last year, 
Dr. Hidde Smit, secretary-general of the Lon- 
don-based International Rubber Study 
Group, said demand for natural rubber is ex: 
pected to rise in the next 15 years. 

‘Smit added that this trend will drive a pro- 
jected rise in rubber price by over 50 percent 
in the next few years. 

Alcala says global demand was being stime 
ulated by growth of the automobile industry 
of China, which currently corners 30 percent 
of the 8.9 million metric tons of world pro- 
duction of dry rubber. 

"This bright prospect has already been felt 
by rubber farmers with a kilo of cuplump now 
priced at P36, 

‘An eight-year-old tree, according to Alcala, 
can generate half a kilo of cuplump per 
month, and productivity goes up as the tree 
matures. A hectare of rubber farm can contain 
500 trees. 

Jack Sandique, who manages a family rub- 
ber estate in Makilala, Cotabato, saysa 1.2-ha 
farm containing 600 mature trees yields 30 
kilos cup lump a day.

THEY SAY MOST SUCCESSES ARE BUILT ON 
multitudes of failure. This is why Malacafiang is 
pushing through with its multimillion-peso hy- 
brid rice program even though the miracle crop. 
bankrolled by the ill-gotten Marcos wealth has 
repeatedly failed to live up to its hype of making 
the Philippines self-sufficient in rice. 

“If we do that (discontinue the hybrid rice 
program), there will be no rice to eat as far as 
the agriculture sector is concerned,” said 
Agriculture Secretary Domingo Panganiban, 
inabriefing in Malacafiang. 

Panganiban said the government was stick- 
ing to its strategy of buying hybrid rice vari- 
etes from private suppliers (ed by SL 
Agtitech of Sterling Paper owner Henry Lim 
Bon Liong) and marketing them to farmers at 
a discount even though this has not yielded 
the desired results since 2001 when the Presi- 
dent launched with much fanfare the hybrid 
rice commercial program. 

“Hybrid is the only 


tentyield advantage over inbred rice varieties 
across the country.” 

Based on the experience of ts users, hybrid 
rice generated minimal gains over inbred rice 
in harvest while farmers spent more for labor, 
fertilizer and pesticides for the miracle seed. 

Only Nueva Ecija showed a modest return 
оп investment among the areas that used hy- 
brid rice and experts attributed this to its 
proximity to farm conditions in sub-tropical 
countries like Vietnam and India where hy- 
brid has been thriving. 

Dr. Cristina David of the Philippine Institute 
of Development Studies (PIDS) made a study 
showing a high dropout rate or the number of 
farmers that abandon the hybrid after one sea- 
son at 68 percent to 78 percent per province. 

Panganiban claimed that the hybrid rice 
program had only P454 million a year budget 
‘but the Southeast Asian Regional Institute for 
Community Empowerment placed the budget 
at P1.6 billion for this year and P2.5 billion 
next year.

1 first heard about Father Kentenich 
from international concert pianist 
Leonor Kilayko who lived in Cologne for 
17 years. Every Sept. 15, she would take 
the train to Valender to visit the tomb of 
Fr. Kentenich who died on Sept. 15, 
1968. 

‘Then, in the reception of the Order of 
Malta in the parish hall of Santuario de 
San Antonio, 1 met Christine Maliwat- 
Golez whose prayers were answered by 


the Mother Thrice Admirable Queen of 
Schoenstatt. Tita Pat Margolles, whose 
friend Carmen Carag recovered from a 
stroke by praying to the Virgin, gave her 
anovena. 


Madonna 

Mary Thrice Admirable isa title adopt- 
ed in 1915 by future members of the 
Schoenstatt Movement. It serves as 
name and customary advocation of the 
Schoenstatt Madonna. She is venerated 
as “Mother thrice admirable, Queen and 
Victress of Schoenstatt.” 

The title is multi-valued: Mother of 
God, Mother of Christ, Mother of all hu- 
man beings; she is admirable in faith, 
hope and charity; she was virgin before, 
in and after the birth of Christ; Child of 
the Father, Mother of the Son, Spouse of 
the Holy Spirit, etc 

The title has idiomatic meaning, ex- 
pressing the unique character of Mary 
according to the words used by Anselm 
of Canterbury—“admirably unique and 
uniquely admirable” (Oratio 52, PL 158, 
955). Maybe the best way to explain 
“thrice admirable” is to say that Mary es- 
capes human understanding and expla- 
nation,

Besides, an actor's hectic life will leave him little time 
to pursue his true love—sports. Ultimate Frisbee is the 
passion of the moment for Ramsay, who played rugby, 
cricket and water polo in England, was on the national 
soccer team and Toyota Otis Letran for two PBL seasons, 
and got his tan from а round of golf the day before his 
interview.

Apart from the attractive work 
package Alfonso was entitled to, their daughters were 
able to attend American-run international schools. " 
маз a productive life away from home. I was а full-time 
housewife. I stayed behind to attend to our domestic af- 
fairs. I supervised the studies of the children. Alfonso 
came home only on weekends, but he put food on the 
table for all of us,” Grace says. 

Old age together 

When all four daughters had grown up and had start- 
ed looking outward for college studies, the Austria cou- 
ple buckled down and discussed spending their old age 
together. Alfonso was certain; he wanted to go back to 
school. Grace was clueless; she could not specify what 
she wanted. 

But one thing was definite—school wasn't her cup of

versity to go to," Grace sighs. So she 
thought about adding units to cap stud- 
ies in Chemical Engineering, and con- 
templated taking a course in Foreign 
Service because of her previous expo- 
sure abroad.

"Considering my age, I doubt very 
much if a company would be interested 
in hiring me.

But Grace was convinced that she 
should give studies a try. She considered 
becoming a professional counselor 
someday, as she loved listening to other 
people's woes. She's the type who offers 
а shoulder to сту on, who goes out of 
her way for people in their darkest mo- 
ments. She chose a course in BS Psy- 
chology. 

Next thing the Austria couple knew, 
they were on their way to the Lyceum of 
the Philippines. Grace knew it from her 
Mapua days. “We approached the regis- 
trar's head, Tess Pilapil, to discuss our 
plans. She went over the requirements, 
and convinced us to give school a shot." 
"The meeting was very warm," de- 
scribes Alfonso. "Grace instantly liked 
the programs, and we honestly felt at 
home in the campus.” 

Alfonso decided to pursue BS Man- 
agement because he wanted to manage 
his own school someday. Grace pushed 
through with BS Psychology because 
she wanted to be a professional coun- 
selor. 

The back-to-school news was the big 
thing among the couple's kith and kin. 
‘The Texas- and Connecticut-based Aus- 
tria daughters jumped for joy. They 
threw their all-out support behind their 
parents. Each started sending books to 
the Philippines. The e-mails became 
regular. The long distance calls became

New chapter 

Definitely, а new chapter in their lives 
had begun. On the opening day of school, 
Grace waded through curious onlookers. 
She overheard one saying, "Why are they 
still in school? What are they doing here? 
Aren't they too old for this stuff?” There 
was a group that followed them to the 
end of the hallway, making sure that 
what had passed before them was real. 

The university's seamstress blinked 
thrice at Grace, grappling with the idea 
that she was a student, as she measured 
her for the school uniform. “The cam- 
pus is an eclectic mix of young boys and 
girls. Some looked serious, others sim- 

ply whiled away time, and a few list- 

less ones were simply standing by,” 

Grace observes. 

‘Alfonso frowned at the general bad 
behavior, however. “Majority of our 
young classmates are wild, so noisy in 
the classroom, and the boys are always 
talking about their girlfriends. The 
rampant texting interrupts the flow of 
lectures so much that I wonder where 
their parents are.” 

The nurturing ways of Grace has en- 
deared her to her young classmates. 
She reminds them to be respectful of 
their parents. She knew she and Alfon- 
so would have a widely different view- 
point from their younger classmates, 
which they'd rather keep to themselves. 
The disparity berween the two worlds 
did not prevent the couple from associ- 
ating with the young, however, For ex- 
ample, Grace enjoys chatting with her 
seatmate, Aileen Cusi. Alfonso relishes 
conversations with his Japanese class- 
mate, Hilyn. But if there's one thing that 
matters to both, it’s not a peer group, 
but the idea of time fast running out on 
them.

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No difference. 

That they're called "Daddy" or “Mom- 
my" by classmates, and “Зи” or 
"Madam" by professors made no differ- 
ence. They are bound by rules and reg-

aweek, write their term papers, and are 
learning to download information from 
the Internet. Alfonso proudly describes 
their morning rituals: "We are up by 5 
a.m., leave the house an hour later, and 
as soon as I put my hands on the steer- 
ing wheel, Grace presses the beads of 
the holy rosary to start our morning 
prayers.” "Each day is God's plan for 
us,” Grace says. 

Alfonso and Grace are quickly adapt- 
ing to the pressures of studies. Alfonso 
has already confided to Grace some of 
the effects of stress on him, being hyper- 
tensive, diabetic, and saddled with high 
cholesterol. “If taking the subject again 
is necessary to pass, so be it; Га rather 
pursue my studies at a leisurely pace, or 
the whole thing would totally stress me 
out,” he says. 

But it's a different story with Grace, 
‘who recounts how she sulked about the 
74 raw score points she got from a major 
subject. She also once submitted а test 
paper full of erasures, to the utter dis- 
may of the professor. “Naiinis talaga ako 
(I got so frustrated)," she says, wiping” 
sweat off her face. "Worse, 1 am at a loss 
when questions are paraphrased; they 
become tricky. I really feel I have to im- 
prove if I want to stay on.” By the cou- 
ples own admission, they did well in 
recitations but kept getting low scores іп, 
written exams. “The problem begins. 
when we are asked to write down our. 
thoughts, and we get mentally blocked. 
We need extra effort.” 

By choice, Grace pops memory pills- 
thrice a day especially during exam- 
week. Alfonso does not. 

If school opened a new dimension іп 
their lives, the Austria couple looks at it 
as a lifelong commitment. "We want to 
live for a purpose. We want to con- 
tribute to the community where we live,, 
and we look forward to being of ser- 
vice,” Grace says. She thinks of this pur- 
pose constantly, knowing counseling is 
a life mission. Alfonso's own school, 
however, will be on the outskirts of 
Manila. His plans already include pro- 
viding scholarships, housing and liveli- 
hood to deserving students. 

Joint effort 

“We derive so much happiness from 
seeing how far we have gone. Alfonso 
and I have had different achievements, 
but it has always been a joint effort when 
making family decisions, with the guid- 
ance of God." The daughters, now gain- 
fully employed, share their parents' pas- 
sion for responsible lifestyles. Ana Bren-

Ask Alfonso and Grace about earning 
more wealth, and Grace says they don't 
think much about it; school brings more 
mundane concerns.

HIS is, without a doubt, a love story. But it’s an ип- 
usual love story because it's about two people who 
got a second chance at love, and who found some- 
thing entirely new without giving up what they had 
become. Thus, there was hardly any reason for con- 
flict or irritation or selfishness. And in seeing the 
best of each other and sharing the happiest of mo- 
ments, love could only bloom, without becoming 
stunted in its growth or falling by the wayside, a ca- 
sualty of the often bitter battle between men and 


women. 

For Terry Bautista, 87, and Bella 
Quiazon, 76, love has been sweet, be- 
cause they can share it while still liv- 
ing separate lives. 

They had their first love many years 
ago. Demetrio “Terry” Bautista was 
chairman of the board and president of 
Fil-American Hardware Co. Inc., a suc- 
cessful businessman who started his en- 
terprise in 1955, in a field dominated by 
Filipino-Chinese operations. He had 
studied at the Far Eastern University and 
married а townmate from Peñaranda, 
Nueva Ecija, Leonila "Nelly" Abesamis. 
The couple had five children, including 
daughter Marilou Garcia-Morera, who 
joined us for this interview to help jog 
Dad's memory. 

Since last year, Terry has been suffering 
from a kidney problem, and has been 
wheelchair-bound and undergoing dialysis three times a 
week. 

Partner in life 

Nelly had died of a cerebral hemorrhage from a stroke in 
1978, when Terry was not yet 60. "I was newly married then,” 
Marilou recalls. After a couple of years of mourning, Terry slow- 
ly began socializing again, and even dating. In fact, he had had 
a steady date for a few years when he met the second woman 
‘who would become his virtual, if not literal, partner in life. 

It was 1992. Terry, then 76, was part of a regular walking 
group that did the rounds of Greenhills Shopping Center two or 
three mornings a week; the rest of the days, this active senior 
citizen played golf. Also in the same walking group was the pert 
widow Bella Quiazon, whose husband, Army General Alfredo 
Quiazon, had died when Bella was only 57. When she and Terry 
met, she was 62. 

"We talked about a lot of common friends, because we were 
townmates,” recalls Bella, who also came from Nueva Ecija; she 
had gone to school at St. Mary's College in Bayombong, Nueva 
Vizcaya. After her marriage, Bella had remained a housewife, 
and the couple also raised five children, until Alfredo suc- 
cumbed to bone cancer. 

“I hardly even went out for two years after,” Bella recalls. “But 
I didn’t close my door, because I knew I was pretty,” she says 

а laugh. Seriously, she remembers praying to God for a 
good match if she should ever find another, as her late husband 
had been a kind man. "And then, he came along,” she says, 
glancing lovingly at Terry. 

Terry admits he had dated other women, and has always had 
an eye for pretty females. But the main thing that drew him to 
Bella, he says over and over, is that she is "very understanding." 
‘The two first went with another couple on a foursome one 
evening, to a Korean restaurant in Ушта Mall, Bella recalls, and 
then off to Nina's Papagayo for some dancing. “He really liked to 
dance,” Bella says of Terry. “We share the same likes and dis-

likes," Terry seconds. 

‘Another date followed, and then 
more solo dates. Both admit it didn't 
take long for the attraction to happen. 
Terry likes to talk about how Bella sent 
him flowers. "I accepted them, of 
course, and I called her right after.” But 
Bella also remembers how Terry first 
sent her 20 dozen roses for her birthday. 
In fact, it was Bella's birthday party that 
year they met, in June, which Terry con- 
siders the beginning of their official cou- 
ple-hood. 

“That was when I met all of her chil- 
dren and her friends. They were very ac- 
cepting and broad-minded.” Their chil- 
dren even knew each other. 

Soon after, Terry invited Bella to join 
him on a month-long trip to the United 
States, highlighted by a Caribbean 
cruise. Terry simply informed his chil- 
dren, who didn’t mind; Bella asked her 
children's permission. “I wouldn't have 
joined him naman if didn't like him al- 
ready" Bella says. “But when my son 
called me from the States, and said, 
"Мот, I hear you're coming here,’ I 
said, "Yes, but I have а problem—T'll be 
with Mr. Bautista? " 

Never fighting 

Her son's answer erased all her fears, 
however. “Mom, you're old enough to 
do what you want. Besides, how will 
you get to know a person if you don't 
spend time with him?" 

That began a 14-year relationship in 
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which, Bella swears, they have never 

quarreled or fought. “When he's in a 

bad mood, I just keep quiet,” she says. 

“1 just don't contradict anything she 

says,” Terry counters. “We're both very 

patient and understanding with each 
other” 

They decided never to тапу, 
mainly because Terry had promised 
his late wife that he wouldn't. Bella 
didn't make any such promise, but 

Е she doesn't mind; she'll never leave 

Е Terry just because of that, she as- 

sures. Sometimes, though, when 

she's identified as Mrs. Bautista, she 
just nods. ‘Just to keep a long story short. 
‘And also to keep people from getting ma- 
licious thoughts.” 

Do such thoughts bother them? “No, 
we don't care,” Bella is adamant. “We 
have nothing to hide.” “That's what I like 
about her,” Terry says. “She never, ever 
hides anything.” He proudly introduces 
Bella to people as his sweetheart—that's 
‘what they call each other. 

‘The interesting part is, the subject of 
living together never came up, either. Ter- 
ту lives in his Greenhills home, with his 
youngest daughter Tess and her family; 
Bella lives in Cubao, with her son and his 
family, Stil, Bella has sent food to Terry 
every day, without fail, for the last 15 
years. "When my dad still went to his of- 
fice in Cubao, which was near Tita Bella's 
house, she would send lunch everyday for 
all of us in the office,” Marilou says, mar- 
veling. And Bella is apparently a fabulous 
cook. “If I don't do it kasi, I feel bad. I like 
to take care of people.” 

Every night, Terry calls to say good 
night, and the two talk about what he 
wants to eat the next day before exchang- 
ing I love you's. 

Date day 

Saturday is date day for the couple. 
That means Mass in the late afternoon, 
dinner and a show, before Terry brings 
Bella home to Cubao. That could be an 
earlier evening if he has a golf game the 
next day, which Bella never objects to. 
“He has his own activities, and 1 have 
mine. I still walk, and I play mahjong 
with my friends once in a while." 
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Immaculately coiffed, Bella says she 
got used to being a military officer's wife, 
always ready and dressed for an occasion, 
so she visits the beauty parlor regularly. 

When the two travel, though, they stay 
together—“making bahay-bahayan” 
(playing house), as Marilou says with a 
laugh. "I cook for him, whatever he 
wants,” Bella says. "And then we go 
around." 

The two share a love for New York City, 
where they watch Broadway musicals ev- 
ery night and go shopping in fine stores 
like Saks Fifth Avenue. While Terry foots 
the bill for the trip, Bella makes sure she 
has her own spending money. 

Their favorite litte gifts for each other? 
Fragrances. “Every time we visit a new 
place, we make sure to visit the most pop- 
ular store, and buy some perfume. She 
likes the popular brands,” Terry says. He 
has also gifted Bella with jewelry, which 
she proudly wears. 

Today, things are а little slower for the 
couple. The annual trip had to be can- 
celled last year because of Terry's bad 
health, but the daily food offerings con- 
tinue; Bella brings some hot, delicious 
pansit for this interview and insists that 
‘we sample it. “Tita Bella spoils you," Mar- 
ilou tells her father. "No," he counters, but 
the smile on his face says that he actually 
agrees. 

Sickness and health 

‘Terry sometimes nods off to sleep or 
fumbles his words, but is quick to squeeze 
Bella's manicured fingers in his hand, not 
letting go, an obvious habit. ‘As soon as 
we enter the car, he's already holding my 
hand,” Bella recalls. Do they kiss in pub- 
lic? “A lot. We do our thing, and we don't 
care what other people say.” For his part, 
Terry insists on having Bella around when 
he's having his dialysis, caressing his 
hands or popping popcorn into his 
mouth. 

One wonders if Bella isn't tired of deal- 
ing with illness; after all, she did lose her 
husband to a dreaded disease. "No," she 
says emphatically. "Caring for someone 
comes naturally to me, And 1 do consider 
him my husband now, even if we're not 
married. As they say, in sickness and in 
health.” 

Both Terry and Bella agree that having 
time for themselves has kept the rela- 
tionship going smoothly. “You have to 
share the same likes and dislikes. You 
have to enjoy things together, and enjoy 
the company of each other's friends and 
family,” Terry advises. For Bella, it boils 
down to the basics. “We communicate a 
lo. We are considerate of each other. But 
of course, more than anything, ther 
love.”

, ME last time he was in Uganda in June 2005, 
Fr. Robert J. Vitillo remembers sensing some- 
thing different. There was the same dust- 
` choked roads, the same rundown houses, the 
! same broad waves and smiles of children. But 
there was something unusual he could not 
1 quite pin down. Then it hit him. 
Gone from the roads and public markets was 
1 the long line of coffins for sale. For some time, 
ihe coffins were a macabre symbol of how 
AIDS had decimated this small African country 
and how the pandemic has become the 
scourge of the times, says Fr. Vitillo, the Vati- 
can's attaché on AIDS and health-related is- 
sues at the United Nations offices in Geneva, 


‘Switzerland. 

Vitillo, 59, was in town last week on invitation by 
UNAIDS for a forum with Catholic leaders “to celebrate 
the good works of the Church with regards to AIDS, 
and find new ways to strengthen its global response to 
the disease beyond its perceived mission of health care, 
social services and education.” 

Since 1987, the reverend has been engaged in the 
‘education of Church leaders and the development of 
Church-based programs in response to the AIDS pan- 
demic in Africa, Asia, Europe, Latin America, Middle 
East and North America. 

Still faithful 

‘The forum titled, “The Catholic Church's response to 
HIV and AIDS: Action in Charity and Justice,” hopes “to 
update Church people on what's going on and what the 
church is doing,” says this Special Advisor on HIV and 
AIDS of Caritas Internationalis. He adds, “It is very pos- 
sible for Church leaders to work on this issue in part- 
nership with the UN and other agencies, and still be 
faithful to Catholic teachings.” 

Expectedly however, Vitillo found himself clarifying 
the Catholic Church's position on the use of condoms 
on AIDS prevention.

delity. Not wishing to do harm to oth- 
ers, these people might want to take 
preventive measures, “but that is their 
decision based on their conscience, not 


the bishops,’ " he stresses. 

Vitillo adds that in relationships 
where couples decide to have sexual 
relations despite one of them being 
HIV positive, the couple should contin- 
ue to take steps to reduce risks, “while 
the Church's role is to talk to these cou- 
ples, to guide them and help them de- 
velop the right conscience to decide 
what to do.” 

The forum, he says, does not change 
that teaching, “but the Church also ac- 
knowledges that not everybody can 
live up to its teachings (on sexuality), 
so we must grow in forgiveness while 
helping people grow in their faith.” 

Rather than go into debates about 
technical and mechanical means to 
prevent the spread of HIV, Vitillo says 


we must instead look into behavioral 
change as the key to AIDS prevention. 

He notes: “People tend to blame the 
increase in the number of HIV cases on 
the Church’s ban on condom use, but it 
is people's individual behavior that's to 
blame.” People, he adds, are more 
open to starting sexual activities later 
and reducing the number of one's sex- 
wal partners than to using condoms 


"for cultural or personal reasons." 


But more than the controversy sur-

Structural injustice 

As of July 2005, according to the 
Health department, the Philippines 
has registered 2,314 cases of HIV in- 
fections, 34 percent of whom are 
OFWs and 36 percent seafarers, Sexual 
intercourse was cited as the mode of 
transmission in 85 percent of the cas- 
es 

The reverend also scores the “struc- 
tural injustice" that has made life-sav- 
ing medication inaccessible to those 
who need it most. "The Church be- 
lieves in the right to private property 
and to profit, but we are in an emer- 
gency situation. We must put pressure 

pharmaceutical companies for 

m to reduce the price of anti-retro- 
viral (ARV) drugs and to do more re- 
search on forgotten diseases in under- 
developed countries." 

Vitillo's secular perspective on HIV- 


AIDS is not surprising. The grandson 
of Italian immigrants, he saw how 
poverty could drive people from the 
comfort of home and family into hos- 


tile territory. 


“My father, who was into the road 
construction business, was one of 14 
siblings,” he reveals. His grandparents, 
he says, helped build the Italian parish 
because they were not accepted into 
the mainstream church. Having lived 
right next to a church in New Jersey,

Vitillo felt the call to priesthood early 
on and left his pre-med studies in psy- 
chiatric social work for theology. The 
medical background would prove 
helpful later when he got involved in 
the counseling and treatment of emo- 
tionally disturbed children and in- 
counselling troubled families. 

Vitillo's work led him to Caritas, the 
organization for Catholic charities, 
where he worked in services with 
refugees and migrants. "1 first visited 

ilippines in the early '80s when 1 
worked in Bataan with refugees from 
Vietnam, Cambodia and Laos,” he re- 
counts. Currently, he adds, Caritas has 
educational programs on HIV-AIDS in 
schools, information 
World AIDS Day, and is also involved in 
counseling people living with AIDS 
(PLWAs), providing hospice care and 
funding organizations that work on 
the issue. 

More challenging 

For Vitillo, working with PLWAs 
proved much more challenging than 
his previous apostolates because of the 
stigma and discrimination that they 
endure. "There's much more fear and 
prejudice because of the sexual over- 
tones connected with the disease,” he 
says. But thankfully, adds Vitillo, very 
few Church leaders still look at AIDS as 
a punishment from God. 

In fact, in a pre-conference in Abuja, 
Nigeria in December last year, Vitillo 
quoted the Catholic Bishops of Uganda 
who saw the pandemic as "a moment 
of grace...when we hear the call to 
conversion, to turn to faithfulness to 
God's law regarding sex and marriage, 
and rediscover the value of chastity.” 

Hopefully, he adds, such moment 
would lead to “a world where 
HIV/AIDS will no longer be around 
and people would have universal ac 
cess to life-saving medication.”

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UST as the Asian media was abuzz with the Philip- 
pines’ brilliant showing at the 23rd SEA Games, and 
Pinoy Big Brother’s finale was upstaging Carlene 
Aguilar’s bid for the 55th Miss World crown, one de- 
ceptively quiet corner in a Yokohama warehouse saw 
the winding down of “Ayayam,” an eventful socio-cul- 
tural proposition set up by Filipina artist Alma Urduja 
Quinto. 

Thousands of miles more travel-worn and much 
more sensitized to reality than any true-to-life shows, 
Quinto's “Ayayam” essentially stood as the Philippines’ 
voice at the recent 2005 Yokohama International Tri- 


ennale of Contemporary Art. 

“ayayam's” deliberately bedraggled flamboyance is another 
undisguised affront to quarters that insist that art and life exist 
on different planets. 

As with many of her recent projects, "Ayayam" was the hand- 
iwork of Quinto and a motley sewing crew: Filipino children 
survivors of domestic abuse, artist-members of the Filipino 
women's organization Kasibulan, Japanese artist Yoshiko Shi- 
mada, and a squad of other Japanese volunteers and visitors en- 
gaged in literally weaving together a room-size environment 
drawing imagery from a meshing of Filipino mythology, individ- 
ual biographies, and contemporary sociology. 

Months before the Triennale formally opened to the public in 
Yokohama, Quinto and Shimada undertook workshops for 
Japanese students who bravely processed their personal expe- 
riences with abuse and consequent trauma, As was the case for 
their Filipino counterparts, these Japanese stories physically 
took shape in the fiber art elements of the work, which re- 
mained truly a work in progress all through to the Triennale's 
closing last Dec. 18, 2005. 

Bag lady look 

Curiously and perhaps refreshingly so, Quinto doesn’t strike 
you as the stereotypical angsty, torn-black-jeans and Chuck Tay- 
lor-shod artist. in truth, she immediately registers as this warm, 
petite woman with a hearty laugh that gamely rings out at re- 
tellings of her own mishaps, borne of her patent “bag lady” look 
that's had her booted out of Manila's uppity establishments. Bar- 
ring such misadventures, Quinto comes across as the earnest 
"teacher Alma" that a few generations of child artists readily 
dote upon. Seemingly born to the role, this Pangasinense Philip- 
pine Studies graduate from the University of the Philippines and 
erstwhile Art History/Fine Arts grad student hails from a brood 
of nine, who can't quite make heads or tails of how their lone 
artist “ate” manages to hie off to places far and wide in the name 
of art, while indulging a soft spot for women and children at the 
margins. 

Quinto's path to art took a not-so-traditional route via anthro- 
pology, and was influenced more by indigenous oral culture 
rather than the self-indulgent formal technical training that has 
práduced divas in the “fine” arts. Finding out that her father was 
а musician, and that she counts a tailor and a folk healer among 
her grandfathers, seems to have put things in perspective. Mak- 
ing her way from journalism to communication research, and 
ultimately to Philippine studies, Quinto set off to work as a com- 
munity worker for Foster Parents Plan‘International in Abra af- 
ter-college, striking up intimate interactions with the local Tt- 
negs. 

‘The next year found her taking up art education at Philippine 
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Art: Quinto's suso foam sculpture. 


Normal College. Her work takes on the 
language of craft and play in simulta- 
neously humorous but deliberate at- 
tempts to pull Pinoys out of a social 
morass born of a slew of inequities. 

Quinto began fully exploring the 
tersections of her art and advocacies 
five years ago, as she was engaged to 
do "Sew and Tell,” a tapestry-in- 
progress for the Cultural Center of the 
Philippines' Spin Cycle exhibition. 

The project, curated by Joselina 
Cruz, involved Quinto's drawing on 
her volunteer art therapy work with 
children enrolled at the New Begin- 
nings program of CRIBS (Create Re- 
sponsive Infants by Sharing). Painstak- 
ingly put together over the course of 
the exhibition, the collaborative patch- 
work was a visual translation of 
painful accounts of abuse alternately 
darned with hope in the language of 
stitched fabric. 

Low profile 

As peripatetic artist and freelance art 
teacher, this busybody and former 
head of the Philippine Art Educators 
Association and current president of 
Kasibulan has lived anything but a 
humdrum life. Notwithstanding her 
low profile, Quinto has been steadily 
moving across continents for the past 
three years both to show and speak 
about her work—through Cuba’s Ha-

vana Biennale (2003), the Henie-On- 
stad Kunstsenter in Norway (2004), 
Melbourne and Sydney for an exhibit- 
conference organized by Australian 
feminists, and running up to Yoko- 
hama in mid-2005 and Malaysia for 
the “Reclaiming the Self through the 
Arts” project early last December. 
There's nothing laid back about 
Quinto advocacy and art practice. 
Though her projects have managed to 
stay sober rather than rabidly political, 
Quinto hardly shirks taking on charged 
ihemes such as female sexuality in 
“Nang Manaog" (for “Who Owns Wom- 
en's Bodies?” in 2000) and domestic vi- 
olence in “Sew and Tell” and 
"Ayayam." Quinto's work for the Yoko- 
hama Triennale picks up on her other 
parallel concerns: а preoccupation 
with process over product, an avid en- 
gagement in story-telling and interac- 
tions that her art therapy work builds 
on, the challenging of rigid distinctions 
between artist and audience, and the. 
summoning of art's communicative 
power to reckon with the sublimated. 
Like most blockbuster art events, the 
Yokohama show was a major collabo- 
ration between institutions such as The 
Japan Foundation, the City of Yoko- 
hama, NHK, The Asahi Shimbun and 
the Triennale's Organizing Committee. 
Yokohama picked "Art Circus: Jumping

from the Ordinary" as its theme, and 
most artists were equal to the task of 
invoking the carnivalesque in the bevy 
of installations, performances, video 
works, etc. 

In Quinto's specific case, “jumping” 
proved analogous to her re-imagining 
of discards, both in terms of people and 
material. 

Soft spot 

Quinto continues to nurture a soft 
spot for tradition and folk while active- 
ly working with contemporary visual 
art language, production and circula- 
tion contexts. For instance, in her now 
already familiar manifestations of the 
babaylan motif via performance and 
gender-evoking fiber-based installa- 
tion work, Quinto variously summons 
the Mandayan color palette and weav- 
ing patterns, and appropriates the im- 
age of the Balyan doll to invoke the di- 
wata's ability to shield against sickness 
and distress, thus suggesting the wom- 
an-goddess's multiple roles of sentry, 
talisman and life-giver. 

Like many feminists, artists or other- 
wise, Quinto continues to attempt to 
liberate women from demonized/har- 
lotized images, pointing instead at 
how women were (and still are, in 
some residual sense) originally associ- 
ated with spiritual awareness and ulti- 
mately, power. 

Very recently, Quinto, along with 
Mercy Angeles and Flaudette May Da- 
tuin, put together still another collab- 
orative undertaking called Peace Wom- 
еп Partners, a feminist organization 
made пр. of artists, educators and 
peace and human rights advocates 
working toward the elimination of vi- 
olence and the healing of women sur- 
vivors of violence through a peace ed- 
ucation program utilizing different art 
forms. 

As she's done in the past, Quinto and 
her present work seem to expressly shy 
away from any pretension to slickness 
and polish. She remains а contempla- 
tive spirit moving in an environment of 
flash, dazzle, and virtuosity, slowly 
weaving her message, one stitch at_a 
time. ie

A few days later (Maundy Thursday), he 
asked to see me, saying he needed to get away 
from the hospital where his wife was confined 
for a while, Those days were the most agoniz- 
ing days of my life, Joe. 

1 saw him, and my heart just broke. I tried 
to be strong and told him that he needed to 
get his affairs in order before we could be to- 
‘gether. But once | spoke those words, | knew I 
couldn't leave him, not at that time, not when 
he needed me. 

When I said those words, he looked at me 
and pleaded with me to stay. I couldn't think of 
myself at that time, Joe, not when he was in so 
much pain. 1 couldn't bear to leave him all 
alone. My heart ached as he asked me not to 
leave him, that he loved me and that he had 
beautiful plans for the two of us. And so | 
promised that | would stay with him until this 
storm is over. | prayed really hard for guid- 
ance. 

But his wife never regained consciousness. 
Two days ago, she passed away. 

Some would say that fate destined us to be 
together, since he is now free to marry again. 
It's а very selfish thought, a thought that has 
more than once entered my mind, but which | 
quickly brushed it off. I was able to talk to him 
and asked how he was holding up. He said he 
was sad and exhausted. | told him to be strong 
for the kids. He asked me how much | loved 
him and if | was ready to take on the role of 
being a wife to him and a mother to his kids. 

And this is my dilemma: After all the lies 
and betrayal, will | have the heart to love him. 
the way he wants me to? Does he even de- 
serve that love? Am I willing and ready to take 
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оп the responsibilities that came with loving 
him? 

For love, | will not care about what others 
think.

She 
doesn't look it, though, thanks to classes con- 
ducted at performance level, occasional gym 
and ballet workouts, and frequent trips for 
workshops and shows abroad. 

Clara Ramona describes herself as a born 
survivor. “I have applied that instinct and be- 


came a dancer. 

Born and raised in the Philippines, Claire Ramona 
Batchelder studied ballet with Carmen Locsin in 
Davao and pursued professional training at the 
Boston Conservatory of Music. Since her parents 
couldn't afford the high cost of college dance educa- 
tion, Clara supported herself by taking odd jobs. One 
day, she was drawn by the percussive power of the 
footwork in a flamenco class at the Conservatory. She 
signed up to study under mentor Ramon delos 
Reyes. 

Lead dancer 

Blessed with innate musicality, a sharp memory, 
dramatic flair and strong feet, Clara was a quick study 
and became Ramon's lead dancer, much to the envy of 
his advanced students. Her love for flamenco and his 
discovery of a brilliant protégé blossomed into a ro- 
mance despite their 20-year gap; she was 19 and he 
was 39 then. 

“People could not believe that. But it was mutual re- 
spect,” recalls Clara. 

Ramon’s maturity gave her a sense of security, es- 
pecially in making decisions. “When you're young, 
you're vulnerable. You need support. Не’ just a very 
caring person. I was struggling, and doing things all 
on my own. So someone came around and took care 
of me. He was older and nurturing. That was a wel- 
come thing for me." 

After three years, Clara started teasing him about 
their age difference. “It didn’t look right. Me, а young 
girl, calling him ‘boyfriend.’ I told him we either get 
married or we've got to do something.” 

‘They were married in 1979. Their sons, Isaac and 
Nifio, literally followed their parents’ footsteps, by 
taking up dance lessons. While her sons were growing 
up, Clara continued to dance ballet, jazz and modern 
dance, and also performed as the principal in Ramon 
de los Reyes Spanish Dance Theater in Boston. As a 
choreographer and teacher, she melded all her dance 
styles to create new works for American dance com- 
panies. Her first major obra was “Carmina Burana,” 
performed at the North Shore Music Theater in 
Boston. 

Soon Clara outgrew the American dance А 
scene. She wanted to advance her career 
as a flamenco soloist and choreographer, 
but the dancers in Boston were too tech- 
nically weak to meet her demands. "1 felt 
Twas not able to choreograph to the best 
of my ability, because I did not have the 
best dancers.” 

In 1992, the whole family moved to 
Spain for Clara to pursue her dreams. 

She says, “You are a nobody unless 

you're in Madrid, the mecca of flamen- 

co." At first, Clara was considered an 

outsider invading the enclosed but 

competitive flamenco world.

came to Madrid to film a documentary 
оп her They hired a local company 
which sent a lighting technician, Fer- 
nando Sampedro, to work with the 
team. Clara would have just ignored 
him, but he charmed her by laughing 
at her jokes. Since then, they've been 
together for seven years; Fernando is 
13 years her junior. 

When Clara became weary of the 
cutthroat competition of the flamenco 
world in Spain, she took a leap of faith 
to return to her roots. She has been 
teaching at the Fundacion Centro Fla 
menco in Makati. 

“As an artist, if you stay in one 
place, you will suffocate. Change is al- 
ways good,” says Clara. “I have made 
my niche in Asia. I found my contacts 
in Hong Kong, China, Taiwan, Singa- 
pore and Japan all on my own. I'm 
constantly traveling. Discovering 
is what Га like to do,” 
says. 

As proof of his love, Fer- 
nando decided to uproot 
himself from Spain to 
follow Clara to Mani- 
la. “He is open to ad- 
venture,” she says. 

Of her profession- 
al life in Manila, 
Clara says it has 


been a challenge to subsist in an envi- 
ronment where the dance scene is dry. 
Enrollment in dance schools in gener- 
al is erratic. Students take classes as а 
hobby and performances are sparse. 
Yet, with her incisive teaching, stu- 
dents learn the aesthetics of theatrical 
performance and are enlightened in 
what is authentic flamenco, which is 
essentially non-verbal communication 
between the musician and the dancer. 
There is no separation between the 
dancer and the cante (song). 

Clara explains that within the 
framework of flamenco lies the 
dancer, singer, guitarist, palmeros 
(clappers) and jaleistas (back-up 
singers who give shouts of encourage- 
ment.) “A true flamenco artist would 
never say they are dancing flamenco 
unless there's а live musician accom- 
panying them. If they are using 
recorded music, then it’s simply Span- 
ish dance or modern flamenco or 'fla- 
menco-cized’ dance,” she notes. 

Her persistence in teaching is slowly 
paying off. Clara discovered young tal- 
ents in her classes who can perform 
with her. They will debut in Clara's 
show, “Flamenco Amor" on Feb. 13 
and Feb. 14 at Dante Silverio's Spot- 
light. She hopes to spot more dancers 
whom she can hone into pros in her 
forthcoming workshop from March 6 
to April 2 at the Centro Flamenco. But 
for those who just want to dance for 
recreation, Clara's classes can make 
students more expressive with their 
emotions. 

Passionate lady 

Asked what the difference is be- 
tween living with a mature man and а 
younger one, Clara replies, "I thought 
I would be taken care of by an older 
man, but that's not what I wanted be- 
cause I'm still young and ambitious. 
Now that I'm with a younger guy, I feel 
Tm at more liberty because I'm on top. 
Ican do things the way I want to, if he 
has to follow me. If he doesn't, then 
we can talk about it. As an artist, I feel 
young and Fernando is quite mature 
for his age. At the same time, we might 
run into the same problems as I had 
with my husband. I've done so much, 
and Fernando is still discovering.” 

‘This passionate lady is hoping that, 
as far as their personal life is con- 
cerned, she and her man can keep 
their dance interesting. “Back then, I 
was ready to take on the world, and 
Ramon was ready to sit back and en- 
joy. I just hope Fernando and 1 can 
‘compromise, or keep discovering to- 
gether.”
